—that of Bachelor of Commerce. Such 
aw degree has, it is said, already been 
established at Leipzig, Germany, in +he 
technical schools there, #4 in England 
the proposition has only i en discussed 
by various educational ies, The idea 
is that commercial mattérs have of late 
assumed such a prominent part in cil 
the accomplishments of the past 
decade, that young men should be espe- 
cially educated to take their places by 
the side of the great “Captains of In- 
dustry.”

‘arguments, has been treated with in- 
credulity and sometimes with ridi- 
cule. 'The little children used to 
point their fingers to their forehcads 
when tho Genoa sea captain passed 
by, and all Europe called Columbus 
crazy because he believed in circum- 
navigation. 

But though argument and fact are 
often futile there aro two wiz- 
ards’ who can always charnf—he who 
can tell a story and he who can 
paint a picture. With one flash the 
artist of the brush or pen can carry 
the truth home. ‘The public speak- 
er who wields the greatest influence 
téday. is not tho. scientist or the 
logician, but the orator who can tell 
the common people what a thing is 
Uke. Christ nearly always spoke in 
parables. His analogies were the 
wheat and the tares and tho must- 
ard seed and the birds of the air and 
the llics of the valley.

friends, L beg and plead) with you 
snot to sell your divine birthright for 
a mere mess of pultage! Stop! in 
God's name! Stop before it is too 
late 

But, bark! Another hnock is heard 
at thy deor of the good man’s house 
“Aha,” you say. “think of the fool- 
ish excuse this third expected guest 
hnx sent! Ele says that he is a 
bridegroom and therefore cannot 
come Why did he not de as Mr. 
Moody said he ought to have dore— 
goto the banguet hall and take his 
wife along?” But, my friend, this 
excuse of the bridegroom ought not 
te be te you an object of derision.

rational The hridegroom in the 
east, by the custom of that Lime, 


wnight be looked upon leniently for 
unswering as he did. ‘The Hebrews 


considered insrriage one of the most 
sacred and finpartant events of a 
human being’s life. Every young 


girl spent her timo chiefly in prepar- 
ing for her nuptial day. She. was 
always spinning liner and making 
garments for the wedding trousscau. 
Every young man was taught that 
his duty to the worki and to God 
svas te inarry He did not enter 
into this marriage relationship fin a 
haphazard way, ax do many of the 
young people of the present time 
He did not marry upon a momentary 
impulre. Dut the young people were 
often ailianced for sears before the 
wedding day. Then, by the old 
Hebrew as well as by the Roman 
law, a bridegroom Was absolutely 
independent of vl) inilitury and. to 
n great extent. of civil obligations 
for a whole yeur. After the wed- 
ding night for twelve long months 
he was allowed to stay at home un- 
der his own roof.

care that they are surrounded with 
heavenly influences. while they are 
young.’ If you; want ‘them to be at. 
the gospel banquet, you must lead’> 
the way and not yourselves answer. 
the invitation with a frivolous cx 
cuse. 


Let us try to’ generalize the. ex-- 


cuses of the hundreds. of other’ 
guests under two simple headings, 
First, I believe that ‘‘they, all with 
one consent began to mako excuse"’ 
because they were unwilling.at that 
time to give up their sins, To hear 
some people talk, one would suppose’, 


that the greatest enemy of tho~ 
Christian church today is Infidel 
thought. I do not believe it. I be- 


lieve that tho ‘reason you and I do: 
not’come to Christ, if wo are not- 
already Christians, ‘is because we aro. 
not ready to give up our fet sins. 
We do not stand tefore God 


the attitude of defiance. We stand 
wrapped around by the pollutdd 
garment of sin. ‘‘And deliberate sin, * 
what is it? once cried out Joseph = 
Parker. “It is a shut hand, a clinch- 
ed fist, an upraised arm, the muscles 
to the full tension, and the object 
God Almighty’s face." Sin is the 
cause of ninety-nine in every hundred 
refusals to come to Christ; not skep- 
ticism, not infidelity, not agnostic- 
ism, not doubt. If Ll as a messenger 
of God come to you with the gospel 
invitation and you refuse to come, 
I know that in all probability, deep 
down in your heart, you are con- 
cealing some sccret sin which you 
refuse to give up. 

The next reason why ‘they olf with 
one consent began to make éxcusc”’ 
was because they expected at some 
future timo to accept the gospel in- 
vitation. This is a most natural 
supposition to mako in interpreting 
the text. They might havo stayed 
away and made no excuse, but then 
the host would have been offended 
and would never have invited them 
again. They Wanted to keep his 
good will so that he might invite 
them at some future time. If those 
invited guests never expected to ac- 
cept an invitation to the’ good 
man’s house, they would have said 
to themselves: ‘‘What is the good of 
my sitting down eyery little , while 
and writing to that good man that 
I cannot accept his Invitations? Ho 
is becoming nothing but a perfect 
bore. What I will do hereafte? is just 
tu throw his invitations into the 
waste-basket. Then, after awhlle, hb 
will cease. to write and will stop 
his importunities.“" “But, no. ‘That 
is not the course these Invited 
Saar took. They practically “said 
o themselyes, “I will keep on send- 
ing imy declination, year in and year 
out, and then some day, when } am 
old and sick and helpless and about 
to die, 1 will just be carried down on 
my sickbed and that good man will 
take care of we and forgive all the 
indifference and sin of my past 
life." You expect to some day come 


to Christ, but you keep saying to 
the gospel messenger: ‘““Not now. Not 
now. Not now." 


My brother and sister invited to 
Jesus Christ. Tam not going to 
force you to, any decision, fF am 
going to leave the whole matter with 
yourself Instead of asking you to 
come to the gospel banquet now TI 
am going to ask you when you wiil 
come, Will you come to Christ ten 
years from to-day? ‘'Oh, no."’) you 
answer, "LT would not like ta post- 
pone the gospel invitation as long ax 
that. 1 may never live ten years. 
Ten years is a very long thine. As £ 
look back over iny past life I can seo 
how many wnexpetted things have 
happened during ten years. Many of 
my best and dvarest friends have 
died during thos ten years. They 
were just as young and strong as T 
am now. | cannot afford to wait 
ten years.” ‘Fhen will you came in 
five years? ‘No; § will not delay it 


five years. That is also too long. I 
hate had certain warnitgs that I 
may not Ive five years. There was 
a strange poin in my heart: there 
was that dizzy sensation in my 
head.** Then wili you come next 
year or next month to the gospel 
banquet? “‘No,"' you answer; ‘I dare 


not postpone this gespel invitation 
for a year or even for a month. I 
know that the gospe! invitation will 
not press itself upen me in a month 
with the same power as it is) now 
doing. Each day 1 postpone = this 
matter it is harder for, me to come.” 
Then, my brother and sister, will 
you accept this gospel invitation 
now? -

WHAT,CANADA DESIRES, 


VIEWS ‘OF CANADIAN 
FACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Imperial Defence—Reciprocal Prefer- 
ential Tariff—Resolutions For 
Congress of Empire Chambers of 
Commerce. 5 


Toronto, March 3.—The resolu- 
tions that will be submitted at 


the forthcoming Congress of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the Em- 
pire, to be held in Montreal during 
August by the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, were drawn up yes- 
terday at a joint meeting of the Com- 
fiigence Committee and the 

Executive Council of the association. 
The association will send ten members 
to the congress, of which three will 
be from Ontario and three from Que- 
bec, but the appointment of these dele- 
gates has been Icit to the different 
branches of the association. 
The resolutions adopted 
are twelve in number, an 
mend as follows :— . 
That in the interests of the British 
Empire, and particularly in the inter- 
ests of the mother land, measures 
should be adopted which: would direct 
British capital and migration to the 


yesterday

- colonies rather than to foreign coun- 


tries. 

That the various colonies should un- 
dertake to contribute to the expenses 
of Imperial defence. 

That a reciprocal preferential tariff 
be cstablished within the empire, 
whereby at all British ports British 
goods will be admitted at a lower 
rate_of duly than foreign goods, and 
particularly that the British Govern- 
ment’ be memorialized to grant a pre- 
ference to the empire when instituting 
a tariff in South Africa, 

That all treaties between Great Brit- 
ain and foreign countries should leave 
Great Britain free to enter into such 
relations with her colonies and depend- 
encies as might be deemed cxpedient. 

The establishment of a fast stam- 
ship service between the various ports 
of the empire, and the encouraging in 
every possible way of shipment by 
British vessels. 

The adoption of decimal currency 
and of the metric system of weights 
and measures, together with a univer- 
sal gauge for defining the thickness of 
metals, 

That while the present consular ser- 
vice of the empire is to be commend- 
ed, an effort be made to have it sup- 
plemented by the establishment of in- 
tercoloitial commercial consuls, and 
that the standing of these should be 
recognized by the British Consuls 
throughout the empire. : 

The establishment of an Imperial 
postage system throughout the empire, 
not only on letters, but on printed 
ee and parcels. 

Phat in all contracts for Imperial 
public works the preference should be 
given as far as possible to British sub- 
jects. - . 

That an Imperial commission, con- 
sisting of representatives from Great 
Britain and self-governing colomes. be 
appomted to visit all parts of the em- 
Pire and prepare a report pomung out 
the resources of the various portions 
of the empire. and how they may best 
serve the interests of the whole. 

That facihties should be arranged 
whereby news to an.J from the differ- 
ent parts of the empire should be 
transmasted entirely through British 
channely, and net subycet. as at pre- 
sent. to the censorslup ans influence of 
foreigners 

That if the large tracts of land, such 
as Baffin Land, Prince Albert Land, 
¢etc., situated to the north of Canad 
are not at the present time part o 
our Dominion or of the empire. and 
held with a clear title. that steps should 
at once be taken to have the posses- 
sion established. 


NOT BUYING WARSHIPS. 


Chilian and Argentine Vessels Are

Premier Baliour said Great Brit- 
ain had refused tp purchase the Chilian 
and Argentine warships under con- 
struction in Europe.

At this time, a novel of his called 


“Terre Libre” is published, and the hos-

He is wounde! to the quick by 
this charge, for he protests that not a 
line os word of his Pook is open to the 
charge of immorality. He becomes de- 
spondent and discunraged, though the 
authors of Belgiun d Frinee send him 
messages of sympsthy and appreciation. 
He determines to defend himself before 
the jury of bis townsmen, ‘bot for his 
own sake, but for the sake of his ideas 
and of the truth which is dear to him. 

A preliminary investigation ‘takes 
place aud Wildman finds the examining 
magistrate stern, strenuous, resolute, 
though intelligent enough to compre- 
hend that he is dealing, not with a wan- 
ton or mercenary offender, but with a 
sincere representative of another philaso- 
phy, another conscience. The prosecu- 
tion is vigorous, prompled by @ sense of 
duty, but the jury nevertheless acquits 
Wildman. rere, i 

But while the jury is deliberating 
Wildman learns that his wife has re- 
solved to educate their son for the 
priesthood. He commits suicide in a fit 
of despair, no longer caring about the 
outcome of the trial. 

“The old society has just committed 
another crime,” says Wildman's attorney 
to the court and jury when: the verdict. 
of not guilty is brought in. “The man 
whom you have acquilted of wrong-do- 
ing has been driven by persecution and 
bigotry to suicide.” 

The novel, “realistic” in a peculiat 
sense and even autobiographical and con- 
troversial, is declared by critics in the 
French press to be artistic and original, 
besides claiming attention as an impas- 
sioned appeal for “freedom of pee 
In fiction and for a wider view of morali- 
ty than the conventional one.

Gubject of Discussion in the House’ 


of Lords, 


London, March 3~-The (Venezuelan 
question was, brought up in the House 
of Lords on a motion of . Baron 
Tweedmouth (Liberal), asking for fur- 
ther papers on the subject. He com- 
plained that the recently published bluc 
book did not clearly set forth the exact 
statements made to the United States 

. Government with reference to the 
blockade; and said the despatches con- 
tinued in the blue book did not corres- 
pond with the statements of Premier 
Balfour and the other Ministers. Con- 
tinuing, Baron Tweedmouth- remarked 
that there was little cause for congratu- 
lation on the outcome of the affair and 
the co-operation with Germany, which 
he classed as an alliance with 3 power 
whose claims, methods, policy and ul- 
terior objects in that part of the world 
were different irom those of Great Bri- 
tam. 

Foreign Secretary Lansdowne, in re 
plying, defended the co-operation with 
Germany, and said his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment had excellent reasons for 
knowing how the United States was 
likely to regard the action taken. 
Throughout the negotiations, Lord 
Lansdowne added, not one word had 
been written by the United States Gor- 
ernment which was unthoughtful or 
unfriendly. ’ 

Lord Rosebery, who followed, de- 
scribed the Veneztuclan blue book as 
being “massive, meagre and reticent, 
and said the moncy received by the al- 
lies represented the proportion of the 
benefits accruing to them. He did not 
believe the United States would be sat- 
isfied with Great Britain's delay in ap- 
Proaching that country. His Lordship 
took a gloomy view of British foreign 
telations, 

After further discussion Baron 
Tweedmouth’s motion was withdrawa 
and the House adjourned. 


MUST OBERVE SECRECY. 


New Rule Adopted by the British 
Foreign Office 


London, March 3.—Considerable stir 
was created in official circles last year 
by Sir Horace Rumbold publishing 
some of his experiences at the Court 
of the Emperor Francis Joseph during 
his tenure of the post of British Am- 
bassador in Vienna. Attention was 
called to the subject in Parliament, and 
it was announced that a new regula- 
tiun would be issued in regard to such 
qeestions. <A preiatory note in the 
Fereign Office list for the current year 
draws attention to the regulation in 
question, which is now in force. It 
runs as follows: 

“Obligation of | Secrecy.—Members 
of the diplomatic service must not. 
without the express permission of the 
Secretary of State. publish observa: 
tions on of account. af their exper- 
iences in the countries in which they 
are or have beea officially employed, 
nor any information obtained by them 
in their official cdpacity. The obhga- 
tion of secrecy in regard to official ex- 
periences and iniormation continues 
equally aiter their retirement from ac- 
tive service. and in the event of its be- 
ing disregarded the Sceretary oi State 
will consider himselt justitied in bring- 
ing the circumstances to the notice of 
Parliament. when tie estimate pravid- 
ing for the officer's pension is beiere 
the House of Commons. The dis- 
closure of infarmation acquired in an 
official capacity. when such disclosure 
t contrary to the ube interest. 1s, 
moreover, puntishalie under “The Offi- 
cial Secrets Act. iSy).' by fine and in- 
prisunment ”

ANNIVERSARY ‘oF THE PON- 
TIER'S CORONATION, 


_—— : 
Briltiant Spectaties in St Feter’ 
and en tte Streete—His Holiness 


Bore the Ordeal Extremely Well 


Rome, March 4—The 2sth anni- 
versary of the coronation of Pope Leo 
was celebrated with all the gran- 
deur and impressiveness associated with 
the high ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church, and amid a display of cnthusi- 


asm and emotion on the part of the 
vast assemblage gathered within the 
walls of St. Peter's such as vied with 
the greatest of previous demonstrations 
of reverence and affection for ‘he aged 
Pontiff. Last night all the sacred edi- 
fees in Rome—monasteries, conveuts, 
seminaries — and also many = = pri- 
vate houses were illuminated in 
commemoration of the cvent, the 
Trastevere quarter and the Leo- 
ni City especially presenting a blaze 
af light, while the general effect was 
heightened by the burning of Bengal 
fires throughout the city. Pope Lea, 
who suported admirably the fatigue 
and excitement of the ceremony, 
alter having, retired, rose again fro 
his couch, and, going to the window 
of his bedroom, gazed for a while uper 
the scene of illumination. ‘The view 
from the Vatican, embracing a stretch 
of seven miles brilliant with light, wos 
a marvellous one, and his Holiness ex- 
claimed as he withdrew from the win- 
dow, “This will. indeed be a pleasant 
thing to dream off.” 

The scene on the piazza of St. Fet- 
er’s before the ceremony was magni- 
ficent. There were assemble mony 
hundreds of Italian troops i:.various 
modern uniforms, making a striking 
contrast with the mediaeval costunics 
of the Swiss Papal Guard on duty at 
the bronze doors of the cathedral.

Milk as.'a Means of Suicide. 
It is remarkable that so mild and in- 

trinsically harmlessa beverage a3 


milk should be so frequent; chosen 
as‘a°‘means of -exit into the other 


“world, « Yet'at this summer season the 


lethal effects of milk seem to be much 
Gnderrated. For example, wo read in 
the despatches from California that “a 
prominent young man of pantie 
County died here to-day as s result 0} 
eating cherrics and drinking milk.” This 
is a slight variant from the usual com- 
bination. Probably the most deadly is 
picklea and milk. Strawberries and milk 
are only mildly toxic; with young and 
bardy stomachs, they are often partially 
digested; with older ones they fre- 
quently cause nothing more than eruc- 
tative dyspepsia, or, at worst, hives, 
nettlerash, urticaria, or summer com- 
plaint, therefore those who are fond of 
this combination rarely abstain in the 
face of these comparatively trifling ail- 
ments, 

Next to pickles and milk, probably the 
most deadly form in which tho innocent 
fluid can bo made to figure is the cheap 
ice cream combination. Despite the 
toughness of juvenile viscera, milk in 
the ice cream form, if judiciously admin- 
istered, has been known to tay out in 
intestinal kinks many scores of childrén 
on Sunday school picnics. With their 
elders, the combination is not infre- 
quently fatal Of course jt requires 
much care to make milk so deadly. In 
fact, with eareleas mixing this kind of 
ice cream may be taken with comparative 
impunity, or only a slight illness). When 
it is prepared with attention fo the pro- 
per septic and toxic conditions, however, 
milk this form may be looked upon 
as practically certain death; it would be 
invaluable as an -spparently innocent 
means of hurrying off rich uncles, tardy 
spinster aunts, and other rich persons 
who linger superfluous on Jife's stage. In 
its most potent form, when the innocent 
milk has become merely a cullure-bed 
for billions of ice cream ptomaines, the 
doctors call the mixture “tyro-toxicon,” 
This name is imposing and scientilic 
sounding, and doubtless gives a certain 
chastened satisfaction (o the mourners 
—much more than would plain milk. 

To return to our original remark—it 
is extraordinary what pains people take 
to render deadly this harmless beverage. 
Even if the cow be sound, they will 
expose the milk to all manner of impuri- 
ties—ineluding typhoid germs—before 
they put it inside of them. Even if it 
be perfectly pure they take it at tem- 
peratures and under conditions that are 
unwise, if not dangerous. To take 4 
glass of milk by itself ie a sensible pro- 
ceeding; to take it on top of a hearty 
meal composed of proteids, ctrto hy 
drates, and hydro-carbons, ja miest ur 
wise; to take it with acids is to woo 
dyspepsia. Yet the Latter method is the 
one most preferred, for crenin is used 05 
a mechanical lubricant with all manner 
of acid fruits. 

As to temperature—in the summer 
season ptople prefer it ice cold, and somc 
lunatics even put ice into it. Hf they 
take it at the temperature of the air, 
witnout accompanying solid food, it is 
robably speedy absorbed without go- 
ing through the complex processes of 
gastric and hepatic digestion. If, on the 
other-hand, it be taken ier cold, it at 
once coagulates and the stubborn casein 
in it sometimes requires hours for diges- 
tion; this latter is invariably the case 
when it is accompanied with solid food. 

Many a man and woman has died 
through drinking freely of iced milk on 
a hot summer's day. Adelaide Nielson, 
the beautiful actress, went into a Paris 
restaurant on the way to the Rois de

SUICIDE AT STRATFORD, 


Sergt. H. -E. ‘Ballard Blows His 
stead Of. 

Stratford, March 5.g Seret. Harry E. 
Ballard, a member of the first South 
Africa contingent, took his life at his 
parents’ home here at an carly hour 
yesterday by shooting himself with 
his rifle. The act appears to have been 


-the result of despondency. Ballard had 


been drinking Iately, and last evening 
at the Cabinet Hotel, this city, told a 
companion that everything seemed to 
be going against him, and everybody 
gave him the cold shoulder. People 
who were formerly friendly now ignor- 
ed him altogether, It was not thought, 
however,that he premeditated taking his 
life, as he always seemed to be a jovial, 
good-hearted young man and a general 
favorite, - When found he was beyond 
medical aid, the top of his head being 
blown off, and his rile lying beside him. 
Ballard went to the front with the first 
contingent, enlisting at London, and 
served at Paardeberg and the other im- 
portant engagements of the war in 
which the Canadians took part, without 
receiving a scratch. He returned 
home, but went out again with the last 
contingent, and was in the famous bat- 
tle at Harts River, where he received 
a slight wound in the chest. On his 
return he was presented by the City 
Council with a gold watch and chain. 
Hé followed the business of lile instr- 
ance, was 26 years old and unmarried 
His father and mother and two sisters 
survive.

The fact is that the Pontiff's physi- 
cal prostration is due to overwork and 
overexcitement, which, however, 
leaves his mental faculties perfectly 
clear, wonderfully so, indeed. There- 
fore, Dr. Lapponi thinks that a few 
days’ rest will restore the Pope to his 
usual condition, The physician also 
hopes that the suspension of audiences 
will induce the numerous pilgrims and 
notable persons who are now in Rome 
to abandon the idea of seeing the Pon- 
tiff, and thus avoid causing the latter 
further fatigue, which might place him 
in serious danger.

GREAT STRIKE PROBABLE, 


THREE HUNDRED THOUBAND 
MEN MAY BE AFFECTED. 


Manufacturers of United States Have 
Decided to Resist Demands of 
Btructural Iron Workers. 


-New York, March 6.—Between three 
hundred thousand and four hundred 
thousand workmen in the building 
trades throughout the United States are 
expected ta be thrown idle on May 1 
on account of forthcoming demands of 
the structural iron workers, which the 
manufacturers have decided to refuse. 
It has been learned that the manufac- 
turers and contractors who have been 
meeting from time to time in the last 
fortnight effected a permanent organiz- 
ation on Tuesday night at a_ secret 
meeting in an uptown hotel. The or- 
ganization will probably be known at 
the National Structural Iron Manufac- 
turers’ Association. It has appointed a 
National Executive Committee, which 
will appoint local committees in cities 
represented by it im the next few days. 
The object of this association is to fight 
the demand which the structural iron 
workers throughout the country intend 
making on May 1.

{nvestigation Should Also be Made 
Into Conditions of Naval Warfare 
and Other Problems. 


London, March 6.—Replying to 3 
large and influential deputation which 
tisited.— —the Foreign Office to 
urge the appointment of a royal com- 
mission to inquire into the question 
of the securing of the food supply of 
Great Britain in time of war, Premier 
Balfour expressed the opinion that the 
danger to be met was not the exclusion 
of grain and the raw materials neces- 
sary for-the country’s national exist- 
ence, bit the cost of introducing them, 
and the question of price was ulti- 
mately a question ei insurance. He 
admitted that an inquiry into the mat- 
ter was advisable, because it would tend 
to allay some unfounded fears, as well 
as show that some of the difficulties 
of the situation could not be wholly 
removed. Mr. Balfour added that he 
thought the inquiry ought to include 
the questions of insurance, the condi- 
tions of modern maritime warfare, the 
methods by which commerce could be 
protected and destroyed, and the 
amount of the actual grain supply of 
the country He hoped, however, 
that nothing would be done to estab- 
lish a Government mac tinery which 
would injure the national commercial 
machinery by which Great Britain was 
supplied.

London, March 6—The Gren 
diers Guards,scandai was officially ex- 
plained by Mr. Brodrick yesterday, an!

Kin- 
loch had convicted himself by his own 
testimony, the Commander-in-Chiel be- 
ing the judge. Mr. Brodrick’s state- 
ment was unexpectedly strong, and 
Lieut.-Golonel Kinloch’s. defenders 
were temporarily silenced The 
Important facts were that the com- 
plaints presented by Lord Belhaven 
and Lord De !Saumarez had been fol- 
lowed by a military inquiry, and that 
subalterns were caned for military of- 
fences, 25 well as matters of social eti-~ 
quette.

CANADA'S DEFENCES. 


An Alarmist Bpeech Made by Colonel

New York, March 6—A special 
London despatch to The New York 
Evening Post says: “Colonel Kitson, 
formerly British Military Attache at 


Washington, and Commandant of the 
Royal Military College, Kingston, 
|Ont., and now Commandant oi the 
Sandhurst Military College, in a speech 
in the Canada Club last night. under 
the Chairmanship of Lord Strathcana, 
said: “Fortunately, at present the 
possibility of trouble is farther off than 
ever, but [ assure you that the Can- 
adians would enter a campaign under 
the greatest strategical disadvantages. 
You will be very lucky in Upper Can- 
ada if you have any ammunitio#. The 
American regular army. quartered on 
the frontier, would be ready to raid 
your lines of communications which lie 
along the frontier. Your only arsenal 
is at Quebec, at the end of the line. 
Without better organization and with- 
out another arsenal in the interior you 
will never be safe from raids.”

Fire Rangers’ Service Described by 
Mr. Aubrey White—Value of 


Canada’s Forests Not Yet Appre- | 


ciated. 


Ottawa, March 6.—The rapid deple- 
tion of the white pine forests of Can- 
ada was the theme of the President 
of the Canadian Forestry Association,

treal, in his opening address at the an- 
aual meeting here yesterday. Among t

Department Commissioner of Crown 
Lands for Ontario; Thomas Seuth- 
worth, Commissioner of Forestry and 
Immigration for Ontario; Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming, Hiram Robinson, E. 
Stewart; George Johnson; Dr. Saund- 
ers, Director of Experimental Farms; 
Prof. Macoun, Robt. German, J. R. 
Reid, Ottawa; George Y. “Chown, 
Kingston; T. S. Young, Toronto; Geo. 

Bryson, Que; A. Harold 
Unwin, London, England; N. E. Cor- 
mier, Aylmer; Mayor Gendron, Hull 
The President in his opening address 
telerred to the report of Mr. Charles 
T. Sargent, professor of arboriculture 
at Harvard University, over 20 
years ago, which demonstrated 
to the world the facts that. the 
original great forests oi ths North 
Atlantic and lake States ot the Ameri- 
can union were not inexhaustible as 
many ignorantly supposed them to be, 
but were even then showing signs of 
the early depiction of their most valu- 
able timber trees, including the in- 
comparable white pine. The accuracy 
uf Prof. Sargent's prognostications ! 
were now apparent. for, according to 
the last United States census report, 
that of 1900, the stock of white pine 
then remaining did not exceed fifty 
billion fect, board measure, and since 
the amount cut was then about seven 
and a half billion feet that of the past 
three years should reduce the amount 
then standing by about thirty billions, 
which was even less than the amount 
of all kinds of lumber sawn in the 
single census year, 1900, viz., thirty- 
five billion feet. ° 
Mr. Aubrey White. Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands for Ontario, 
delivered an instructive and practical 
address, entitled “History and Results 
of the Fire Ranging System in Onta- 
rio.” Mr. White stated that in 1885 
he was asked by Mr. Pardee, the then 
Commissioner of Crown Lands, to sub- 
mit a memorandum embodying a 
scheme for establishing a system of for- 
est ranging. Previous to this an act 
had been adopted by the Legislature 
for the prevention of forest fires, but 
it was practically a dead Liner. Mr. 
White complicd with Mr. Pardee’s re- 
uest. The period of danger from 
res was from May 1 to October 1,; 
and he suggested that fire rangers be 
placed on licensed lands during that 
period. It was left to the lumbermen 
to say what number were required, and 
also to select suitable men. Mr. Par- 
dee was anxious to climinate from the 
arrangement anything of a political na- 
ture, and to get the confidence of the 
lumbermen, so that the scheme might 
be a success. The lumbermen were 
asked to select men of cool tempera- 
ment and sound judgment. who would 
not unnecessarily harass or annoy the 
settlers, for if the settlers were an- 
tagonized an army of men could not 
rotect the forests of Ontario irom 
re. In case of fire the rangers had 
carte blanche to call out all the as- 
sistance they needed to subdue it. In 
order to enforce the provisions of the 
forest fire act, power was taken to 
appoint rangers as Magistrates and 
their assistants as constables. Owing 
to the character of the men chosen by 
the Iumbermén, however, the Govern- 
ment had not felt justificd as yet in 
appointing many rangers as Magis- 
trates. ie cost of the supervision 
of the forests and the suppression of 
fires was divided equally between the 
lumbermen and the Government. The 
licenses required the rangers to keep 
a diary of their movements from day 
to day, and to note anything of inter- 
est which occurred on the limits. In 
this way a good deal of interesting 
information was obtained. It was not 
until 1887 that fire rangers were ap- 
pointed on lands of the Crown. in 
1885. at the inception of the system. 
37 tneg were kept in the field, at a cost 
of $7,911. Last year 234 rangers were 
employed, at a total cost of $108,000.

TEMPESTUOUS VOYAGEs.

MAGISTRATES ‘DISAGREE. 


Cannot Coincide in Their Views on 
Telephone Case. 


Pickering. March 6.—Justices of the 


Peace Geo. Parker and Geo. David-| 


sett were unable to agree in their de- 
cision on the charge against President 


C. F. Sjse of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany for alleged conspiracy in restraint 
of trade and commerce by refusing to 
allow a tclephone to be put in the 
Locust Hill station of the C. P. R. 
The evidence was taken on Thursday 
and Friday of last week. The prose- 
cution relied on the agreement between 
the Bell Telephone Company and the 
C. P. R.. giving the company a mono- 
poly of the telephone service in the 
railway’s offices througheut Canada. 

Mr. Parker was m favor of com- 
mitting for trial at the next Assizc, 
but Mr. Davidson was of the oppostte 
view, believing that the evidence pro- 
duced was insufficient to establish con- 
spiracy. When the Magistrates arriv- 
ed in Pickgring shortly after noon a 
numberof interested parties were pre- 
sent awaiting their decision. The 
Magistrates were not sufficiently fixed 
in their opinions, however, and wait- 
ed until they could see Crown Attorney 
Farewell t2 consult him upon seme 
points involved. The result of the 
interview when Colonel Farewell arriv- 
ed was a disagreement. The case was 
first laid before Mr. Davidson. who 
called in Mr. Parker to assist him at 
the investigation. 

It is understood that the principal 
object of the trial has already been 
achieved in that the Bell Telephone 
Sompany is now undertaking to instal 
instruments wherever wanted. It is 
not unlikely, therefore, that the mat- 
ter will be dropped.

PREMIER ROSS INTERVIEWED. 
Manufacturers’ Looking for Skilled 

-*. Mechanics, 

Toronto, .March 6.—The manu- 
lacturers of goods requiring... iron 
$. raw material are the Istest 
so enter a plea for more help. Yesterday 
2 deputation representing: a variety of 
industries in different parts of the Pro- 
vince waited on Premier Ross to ask 
that something be done. Mr. J. OQ. 
Thorn and Mr. F. B, Polson of To- 
ronto, Hon. Wm. Harty, M.P., of the 
Kingston Locomotive Works, and Mr. 
R. Moffatt of Weston were among the 
party. They represented that the .in- 
dustries of the Province had expanded 
30 rapidly that they urgently needed 
5,000 more skilled mechanics. ‘They 
maintained their aim was not to de- 
press the labor market, but only to get 
sufficient men for their immediate 
needs. They asked that the Ontario 
Government *take some action toward 
the importation of men to relieve the 
situation. At present the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association is gather- 
ing statistics of the scarcity of men, 
and when these are complete a further 
deputation will probably sce the Gov- 
ernment. 

With-reierencé to. the shortage of 
“skilled mechanics in Ontario, as spoken 
of by the deputation to Premier Ross, 
a skilled mechanic has written to The 
Globe as follows :-—“I think that the 
iron manufacturers are in a large 
measure to blame for permitting so 
many of our best men to go to the 
United States. The reason is that they 
can get better wages and steadier em- 
ployment in the States. In Ontario 
manufacturers employ a great many 
nen during busy times, and Ict them 
go as soon as they can do without 
them. Asa result there must be 25,000 
Canadian skilled mechanics working in 
the States. 1 think this is the direct 
cause of the shortage, and we should 
feimport some of our good Canadian 
mechanics sather than bring in Euro- 
peans. Many of these Canadians in the 
States would be glad to return if they 
could depend upon a fair living wage 
for themselves and their families.” 


DEATH TO FOREIGNERS. 


Outbreak in China Regarded as Im- 
minent. 


Victoria, B.C., March 6.—According 
to advices from Pekin an outbreak, and 
with it a carnival of murder exceeding 
that of the Boxer uprising, is regarded 
by many as imminent. Correspondents 
of Chinese papers at Pekin are’ sending 
columns telling of the duplicity of the 
Empress-dowager and of the threaten- 
ed outbreak. The North China Daily 
News, one of the best iniormed jour- 
nals of the east, has received advices 
that the Empress-dowager and Yunglu, 
the Grand Chancellor, are known to be 
aiding the movement ol lung Fubsiang 
in Kansu, and on the authority of a 
Chinese of high literary rank at Pekin 
the Shanghai paper says that while the 
Empress-dowager is issuing edicts com- 
manding reforms on western lines, and 
pretending to initiate reforms, she is 
secretly sending wistructions to vice- 
toys and governors prohibiting the in- 
auguration of foreign methods within 
their jurisdictions. The Empress is alse 
said to be sending notifications to some 
viceroys that Tung Fuhsiang is to be 
aided in marching his army to Pekin 
to escort Puchun, son of Prince Chun 
and ex-heir apparent to the throne. On 
their arrival Kwonghsu, the present 
Emperor, is to be made away with, 
The Emperor, says the Chinese corres- 
pondent, the representatives of the va- 
rious farcign powers. and all foreign: 
ers in the capital, as well as in the 
provinces. are to meet the same fate 
without distinction.

AGAINST THE COMPANIES, 


Probable Finding of the Coal Strike 
Commission. ‘ 


New York, March 7.—The Herald 
prints the following as a summary of 
the finding of the Coal Strike Com- 
mission ap, vinted by President Roose- 
velt, whicl., it is. expected, will be 
handed to the President within a 
week :— : 

There will undoubtedly be at Icast 


a 10 per cent. advance in the pay for 
mining, to take effect from the time 
the miners returned to work last Oc- 
tober. The per diem employees will 
not have their wages increased, but 
will be recommended for the 
pay for a day of nine hours. 

_The system of pay will be regulated, 
Wherever practicable,the operators will 
be required to pay by weight instead 
of by the car, and clsewhere by the 
lineal yard. The miners will have check- 
docking representatives at their own 
expense. This will practically amount 
to a second increase in wages. 

There will be indirect recognition of 
the union, which will come when the 
findings are submitted by President 
Roosevelt to John Mitchell, as Presi- 
dent of the Miners’ Union. 

The cause of the strike, as found 
by the commission, will not be com- 
forting to the coal mining companies. 

The boycott will be condemned, and 
the principle will be laid down that a 
miner has a right to work without mo- 
lestation, even though he does not be: 
Jong to the union, 

The terms of the verdict are to hold 
good for three years, and recommenda- 
tions are to be made for settlements 
of wage and other questions at the 
end of that period. 

In local disputes the operators will 
be advised to treat with committees of 
the miners, and there may be a sug- 
Gestion for local boards of arbitration.

- APPROACHING A CRISIS. 


POLINMICAL SITUATION IN BERIT- 
IsH COLUMBIA. . 


Col Pricr May Appeal to the Pro- 
vince if He Finds Himself in a 
Minority in the House—The 
Question of Party Lines Again— 
fo-day’s Caucus, 


Victoria, March 7.—Matters political 
are fast approaching a crisis. There 
have been rumors for some days that 
the Executive were contemplating a 
decisive step to settle one way or the 
other the present unsatisfactory state 
of affairs, and the arrival within the 
last twenty-four hours of several mem- 
bers of the Legislature, in addition to 
the large number already here, Icaves 
fittle uvubt that a caucus is on the 


tapis. 

Col. Prior has always been a fighter, 
and he is not disposed, so rumor says, 
to submit tamely to a cgndition of af- 
fairs intolerable to a man of spirit. The 
recent utterances of Mr. Joseph Mar- 
tin have left no doubt in the minds of 
some of the supporters of the Adminis- 
tration the impression that he thinks 
he foresees a situation in the House 
already summoned almost parallel to 
that prevailing last year, and that he 
was preparing to assume a role analog- 
ous to that which he played with more 
or less success last year. 

Colonel Prior, however, thinks that 
he should have something to say in the 
matter, and if he finds that he can- 
not control the House without defer- 
ring to a small minority of its mem- 
bers he is disposed to treat the situa- 
— heroically and appeal to the peo- 
ple. 

The moment the House dissolves the 
new redistribution bill comes into ef- 
fect, and new lists must be prepared 
before an appeal can be had to the 
people under those lists. Parliament- 
arians assert that this cannot be car- 
ried out inside of three months, 

It is stated by those in a position to 
know that his Honor has already con- 
sented to grant the Premier a dissolu- 
tion should he so desire, The alterna- 
tive to this course seems to lie in 2 
coalition Government, or in an agree- 
ment on the part of some of the mem- 
bers who are now disposed to be hos- 
tile to give the Administration support 
in carrying through the reasonable es- 
timates, and in the passing of non-con- 
tentious legislation. = 

Prominent men of the Opposition, 
like Messrs. Tatlow, McBride and 
Green, do not wish party lines, and re- 
cognize, as do many of the Government 
supporters, that the time is opportunc 
for taking the sense of the country on 
party Government, which will insure a 
fairly efficient administration during the 

resent session of the House. The 
ormation of such a Government would 
seem to necessitate the abandonment of 
office of Col. Prior, and who his suc- 
cessor would be is problematical. 

The presence of Captain Tatlow in 
town is associated with the caucus of 
to-morrow, as he represents the fight- 
ing forces of the Opposition and is 
doubtless on the ground with a view to 
receiving any overtures the Govern- 
ment may feel disposed to make,

‘¢PIDSIN ENGLISH.” 


Those who are chiefly acquainted with 
“pidgin” English through the medium 
of comic opera and Bret Harte’s dialect 
poems vould be surprised to find how 
different is the language which forms 
the sole medium of communication be- 
tween European and native when en- 
countered in its natura] environment. 

Pidgia (literally business) English, 
says The Pall Mall Gazette, is mado 
up of idiom, of words derived from Eng- 
lish, French, Portuguese, and a few 
other languages, with the addition of a 
dozen or s0 expressions of which the 
origin is untraceable. Although of 
somewhat nursery sound and circum- 
Jocution, most of the phrases in ordin- 
ary use, aa well aa those which the 
Chinaman will invent on the spur of the 
moment, sre remarkably. expressive, fat 
more 80 than their English equivalents, 
Thus “savvy,” obtained, of course. from 
the French, is used not only in the ob- 
vious sense of “know,” but further to 
indicate gumption, occasionally craft, a5, 
for example, “Boy have plenty savvy.” 
implying the person under discussion 
would act wisely; or, again, “Me 
thinkee he too muchce savvy.” to con- 
vey the idea of onc whose acuteness 
verges on cunning. “Louk sec,” of 
which the ordinary meaning is obvious, 
is also fairly expressive when used ta 
indicate mere external show. “Allo 
look see pidgin,” summing up the per- 
son whose business in life is to make a 
good appearance. Wut the chief inter- 
est of this language undoubtedly centres 
around the peculiar use of idiom. “Al 
ways” Is rendered “any time” (which is 
far more reasonable) and never cs “any 
time no.” “Yon are never to do so.” 
for example, would be expressed by 
“Any time no can do no fashion.” 

“Who” and “what,” curiously enough, 
are always accompanied by the noun : 
“Who man?” “What thing?” The 
latter, however, may mean also “What 
js the matter?” Again, the adverd 
“so” invariably replaces “that” as “Ho 
talkee so he no manchee that pidgin.” 
“How” becomes “What fashion?” and 
“Very” “too.” “My” atands for I. me, 
my, mine, and “he” for both genders 
and all eases. The use of the word 
“Plong” in place of the verb to be is 
one of the things which cannot be ex: 
plained, but is practically universal, 
while“‘can,” toshow fwturity, is equally 

aliar. “What time you can go ?* 
means “What time will you got” “He 
can walkee” he will start. The quali- 
fying word “side” is ndded to the name 
of any place without exception, thus & 
Chinaman speaks of “England — side,” 


“Japan side,” “topside” (upstairs), and 


so forth, The use of “chance” for “pro- 
fit” is certainly surprising, for no allus- 
jon to the doubtful result of specuta 
tion or trade is intended. and among 
other amusing peculiarities may be mew 
tioned “Number one” as the universal 
superlative ; Number one good or bad, 
best or worst, and a “Number one” per- 
son, meaning a chief official, “Num- 
ber one topside yoss pidgin man” is 
bishop; “number one topside soldier. 
man” is general oflicer commanding. 
“Two piecec” means two. “Cathchee 
plenty face,” to obtain or make a poal- 
tion of dignity.

Dilities in poultry-keeping, and aston- 
ish the superior man with the financial 
return, As a matter of fact, although 
ho would not admit it, many a farmer 
has found the poultry money very han- 
dy to mect some obtigation. If any fare 
mer who-has no faith in poultry as pro- 
fitable stock should turn what he has 
over to his wife or daughter, on the 
understanding that she may have for 
her own use what money she can make 
out of the venture, he would, in ‘the 
majority of cases, be very anxious to be 
taken into partnership in a short time, 
for his wife or daughter would demon- 
strate to his satisfaction that poultry- 
raising means more money than mero 
pin money. = 

But keep only pure stock. The mon- 
grel breeds are entirely too plentifiil in 
many sections; this is due to the ctoss- 
ing nuisance. The idea seems to be pre- 
valeat that by crossing the breeds, the 
fowls xill be better and the layers more 
vigorous, combining the good qualities 
of two or more breeds. This is not tho 
case. Indiscriminate crossing will de- 
stroy many of the good qualities of the 
breed, and the sooner it is done away 
with the better for the farmers and 
poultrymen. The best results are ob- 
tained by sticking to pure breeds, and 
erosting should be done only along cer- 
tain lines. A mongrel or barnyard fawl 
is one that has resulled from haphazard 
mating for years. Each year these birds, 
became more mixed. until finally thero 
fs no telling to what breed their ances- 
tors belonged. 

Why is the pure-bred better 
than the mongrel? The reasons are 
many. For one, you can always depend 
on the pure-bred for uniform growth. 
Take a mongrel hen, and her chickens 
will vary. They never grow fast, and 
one or two in the bunch will be ready 
for market two months before the 
others. Not only that; the pure-bred are 
uniform in looks after dressing, and sell 
higher dn this account for breeding and 
hatching purposes. Their ezzs and them- 
raves always sell higher than the mar- 
ket price for rither. Persona raising 
the pure-breds exclusively in this coun- 
try must keep all their eggs from early 
tpring unlil the hatching season is over 
10 supply the demand for the ezga; and 
Aow, since incubatora are wo useful and 
common, those who want eggs often or: 
der many weeka ahead, to get all they 
need. Another reason is that the mon- 
grel hen averages at the best about 40 
egga per sear. The pure-bred lariag 
breeds with worst care given will lay 
over a hundred eggs, and, with me Jer- 
ate attention, | have known them to 
fay very close to two hundred eggs per 
year. 

What [s necded is to bring our pure 
breeds up to the highest ie of hardi- 
ness, ulility and beauty, and then for 
the poultry farmer to use only fowls 
that are strictly pure in blood. Cntil 
then poultry-raising will be more ot 
Jess an uncertainty. When good blood 
is used, we see success in all branches 
of live stock. Blood is the foundation 
Of success. In all the established busi- 
nesses the beat is what must be secured 
for foundation. Mongrel hens may 
answer some owners, bul the best is 
the cheapest in the long run, and those 
who would prosper in the future poul- 
try business ust produce the best for 
breeding. A a rule, you cannot buy 
a breeder's best birds unless he raises 
them in large numbers and has more 
| al sees ted rieag for his own 

fr ing pens—birds fu as good ns he 
has selected for his one use. If he is 
an honest breeder, you can buy eggs for 
hatching from his best pens, and the 
chances are you can raise birds just as 
food as his best at a small cost. Start 
right by saving only the best eggs from 
the selegted hens for incubation, the 
most prolific layers. The cost of pura 
bred fowls to commence with will be but 
little, and they will prove more profit- 
able than the common of cross-bred 
kinds.—Charles Ainge, in ‘Yhe Country 
Gentleman,

' tion of the Poet. 


“What do you understand by a poct? 
What is his’ office and business in life? 
What part does he,play in the world?” 
Mr. Bliss Carman pourds these ques- 
tions in the literary supplement of the 
Chicago “Tribune,” and endeavors to an- 
swer them. He writes: 

“First, and speaking most roughly, the 
poet is a person who has something im- 

t = 7, shont: iis, —— ad 
ape t cf saying it supremely we 
mot be one (I think caer all ad- 
mit) who has thought profoundly about 
existence. And yet that is not enough 
to make him a t, for that is the ac 
complishment of a philosopher or 2 sci- 
entist, He must also feel deeply and 
strongly about life. And yet that isnot 
enough to make him a poet, either, for 
many of us feel much more deeply and 
sincerely than we can say. No, he must 
not only be ‘able to speak from a great 
fund of thought and knowledge and from 
& great fund of sympathy and emotion; 
he must be able,to speak with the won- 
derful power of charm as well. 

“The poet must delight our sensed 
with the inevitable beauty of his cadences, 
his diction, his rbythms—with what 
is often’ called technique; he must en 
list our sympathy through his own 
strong and generous emotional nature; 
he must convince our minds by his own 
reasonablenesa. He appeals to our sense 
of beauty, but not to that sense alone; 
he appeals to our sense of goodness, but 
vot to that sense alone; he eppeels to 
our sense of truth, but not to that sense 


“alone. Wis appeal Is to all three, and 


to all three equally.” 

Furthermore, the poet “ought to be 
and must be a normal man—*jot an aver- 
age man, but a normal man, with all the 
best powers and capacities of manb 
in him.” Me must be “capable of thought, 
capable of passion, capable of manual 
labor.” He must have “shared our com- 
mon life in the world.”

Nor do I believe 
that one for whom all the necessities 
and comforts and luxuries of life are 
provided, from the cradle to the grave, 
ever can know these things. 

“Tf g man has never driven o nail in 
his life, nor built a fire, nor turned @ 
furrow, nor picked a barrel of apples, 
nor fetched home the cows, nor pulled 
an oar, nor reefed a sail, nor saddled a 
horse, nor carried home a bag of apples 
from town by six-fifteen, nor weeded the 
garden, nor been Jost in the w nor 
nursed a friend, nor barked his shin, nor 
been thankful for a free lunch, do you 
think it is likely ke will have anything 
to say to you and me that will be worth 
listening to?” 

in the last resort, continucs the writer, 
the whole question of poetic feeling and 
ef art rests on social conditions: 

“The fine arts are nearly related to 
the industrial arte. And at present we 
can have no widespread national interest 
in the fine arts, because wo have no na- 
tiona] industrial erts The industrial 
arts of s people, like the fine arts, can 
only be carried on by men who are free 
and honest and intelligent, and there- 
foré happy. For it is quite true, as Wil- 
liam Morris said, that art is the expres- 
sion of man’s pleasure in his work. But 
the men who engage in our industries to- 
day cannot be happy. For our industrial 
arts—or, rather, our jndustries and 
manufactures which ought to be indus- 
trial arts—are carried on by two classes 
of people, the workmen and the capital- 
ists. Now, all workmen, under modera 
industrial conditions, are the slaves of 
their employera; while capitalists, how- 
ever generous their aes, are of ue- 
cessity partakers-of dishonest gain.” 

But while it is true that art and . 
try can only come to their full deraey 
ment under social conditions that en- 
courage their production, it is also true 
that great art has been created even 
under the most hostile environment. Art, 
declares Mr. Carman, “is not an idle 
amusement; it is a natural phenomenon, 
as significant es war, as beautiful as the 
Northern lights, and as useful as elec- 
tricity.” He says further: 

“Of all forms of human activity it Ls 
the most exacting, as it is perhapa tho 
most delightful. And the demand which 
creative output makes on all the ener- 
fice is just as great and just as exhaust- 

ng os that made by any other worthy 
occupation worthily followed. If poetry 
were a purely artificial

A national debt! It is popularly 
understuod to bea Nintial obliga- 
tion which a Government has pledged 
itself to pay. Sometimes ‘this is con- 
tracted in the interest of a single 
subject. About thirty years ago the 

glish Government assumed uo debt 
of over $25,00U,000 to liberate — a 
single man, Captain Cameron, who ‘ 
had been unjustly endungeoned by 
the king of Abyssinf¥ in the rocky 
fortress of Mugdula. 4 took six 
months for the news of the outrage 
to travel to England, but in less 
than eleven days afterward a British 
army of 15,000 men, under General 
Napier, was on its way. It not on- 
ly crossed the scas, but also march- 
ed a terrible journey of 400 miles 
under a tropical sun, until the 
troops reached Magdala and battered 
down the fortress and rescued their 
lucarcerated countryman. A ciriliz- 
¢d country is usually ready to begin 
any undertaking, oasume any finan- 
cial responsibility, in order to pro- 
tect its own from the tyrannical. 
clutches of a foreign foe. 

Sometimes an extra financial obli- 
gation is assumed by a Government 
in times of peace as well as in times 
of war. A dopleted treasury during 
PyAhe financial panic of 1894 caused 
the president of the , United States 
to issue $200,000,000 worth of Gov- 
ernpient bonds, Some of these inter- 
est bearing bonds were purchasec by 
foreign capitalists and others by 
American citizens. Dut there are still 
other forms and causes of internna- 
lional obligution.

Result vf the Capsizin g of a Ferry-at 
Glen Falls, -N.Y. 


Glens - Falls, N.Y., March 9—Nine- 
teen’ men are dead as a result, of the 
eapsizing of the ferryboat used by 
workmen at Spier Falls this morning at 
6.30. Spier Falls is'ten'miles west of 
Glens Falls, on the Hudson River. 
Over a thousand men are . employed 
there at present in the construction of 
the mammoth power dam of the Hud- 
son River Power Company. The lab- 
orers and many of the skilled masons 
are Italians, and these live in shanties 
on the north side of the river, provided 
by the company. The main portion of 
the work is carried on at present on 
the opposite side of the river, The men 
have been in the habit of crossing on a 
small. bridge where the .river flows 
through the unfinished portion of the 
dam, but the river has been rising as 
‘a result of the warm weather for sev- 
eral days past, and the company, -fear- 
ing that the bridge was unsa ©, destroy- 
ed it with dynamite. 

Below the work about half a mile is 
a ferry. The boat is a scow-shaped af-. 
fair 30 fect long and 13 feet wide, and 
operated by means of cables. It is 
large enough to carry a heavily-loaded 
team, and as many as 150 men have 
been taken across at onc time. This 
morning shortly alter 6 o'clock the 
men began to arrive at the north land- 
ing to go to their work. Between jo 
and 8 men got aboard. The ferryman, 
Arthur Cranncll, stopped more from 
getting on, and the boat started, leav- 
ing a big crowd on the bank watching. 
When eighty | feet from shore the water 
splashed against the rail, and an Ita- 
lian boy, known as Cigarettes. made a 
grab at one of the tackle ropes which 
ran from the overhead cable to the 
Stern of the boat. Some of the men 
Started toward him. Presumably to pre- 
vent him from falling into the river. 

¢ weight was thus thrown on the up 

Stream side of the boat. and it iesstartly 
careened and filled. _ Those on shore 
say that they saw the boat tip, and the 
next moment everyone was in the 
river. The Hudson, swollen by the 
freshet. bore the struggiing mass of 
men down the stream. Many of them 
succeeded in grabbing the side of the 
boat. which had righted, and hung on 
until it was pulled ashore. 


Legislation on Osculation.

Grocery waggons and car- 
tiages: of. all. kinds were pressed into 
Service, and everything possible was 
done to bring the wounded without de- 
lay to the city hospitals for treatment. 
At midnigkt the first of the wounded ‘ 
arrived at the hospital. They were 
four young boys. cir injuries were 
frightful. Great patches of their flesh 
was burned off-and hung in shreds 
from their bodies. 

It will be difficult to ascertain the 
names of a great many of the dead to- 
night, as their bodies were burned to 
ashes in the intense heat. A canvass 
is being made of the city as rapidly as 
possible to find out the names of per- 
sons who are missing. As these miss- 
Ing_persons_turn_up,-if. they-do, their 
names will be eliminated, and in the end 
a complete list of those who lost their 
lives will be secured. But this will take 
time and patience. Besides, there is 
great excitement in the city, and the 
streets were thronged with people un- 
til long after midnight. Large crowds 
gathered at the hospital, and the faces 
of the injured were anxiously scanned

Collision of Tank Cars Filled With 
Oil, Followed by Fire and Series 
of Explosions. 


The Jury Find That Desth was Doo 
to Blows, but They Cannot Say 
How They Were Administered.

Olean, N.Y., March 10,—At least 22 
people - were killed and a large num- 
ber were injured by an explosion of oil 
near here last night. A freight train 
on the Erie, made up principally of 
tank cars filled with oil, broke in. two 
north of the city at about 9 o'clock. 
.The two sections of the train came to- 
gether with a crash, and one of the oil 
“tanks was demolished. Fire broke out 
almost instantly, and the sky was light- 
ed up for miles. A large crowd of 
people left this city for the scene of the 
fire. While they were lined up along 
the tracks 2 terrific explosion occurred. 
The flames spread to the other cars, 
and_a.second and third explosion fol- 
lowed each other in rapid succession. 
Sheets of flames shot out in all direc- 
tions. Scores of persons were caught 
within the zone of-the fire and envelop- 
ed in the flames. Men and boys ran. 
screaming down the tracks with their 
clothing burning. Others fell where 
they stood, overcome by the awful heat. 
Just bow many were killed is not defin- 
Itely known, as many «of the bodies 
were incincerated, but at 1 o'clock this 
morning 22 bodies had been recovered. 

Sydney Fish, a prominent business 
man, returned irom the scene of the 
fire at midnight He said :—“I was 
attracted to the scene of the fire at 10 
o'clock, When I was within a quarter 
of a mile of the scene of the accident 
there was a terrific explosion.

DUELLING IN GERMANY. 


Acrimonious Debate in the Reichstag 
—Kaiser’s Attizude Attacked. 


Berlin, March 1¢ —Herr Babél, the 
Socialist leader, during the debate on 
the miluary budget in the Reichstag 
yesterday, said the higher classes of 
society were in a state of permanent 
conspiracy against the law and relig- 
ion, so far as duclling was concerned. 
All the military cougts and the fixed 
opinion of the military class, includ- 
ing his Majesty, regarded duclling as 
Mecessary in the army, notwithstand- 
ing the Reichstag’s resolution on the 
subject, and the weight of public apin- 
ion. Continuing, Herr Bebel relerred 
in detail to the recent” instances of 
duelling, and compl: ined of the invar- 
iable pardoning «i duellists before 
their terms of imprisonment had been 
completed. 

The Conservative member, Von Ol- 
denburg. expressed his del-ght at the 
Emperor's pardoning of ticut. Hilde- 
brandt, “because that action proved 
that neither the press nor so-called 
public opinion has the slightest in- 
fiuence on his Majesty's decision.” “Re- 
garding the actions of officers,” con- 
tinued the speaker, “it would be a most 
tragic thing if the view of honor ot- 
taining in the German officers’ corps 
were ta change. and without duelling 
the esprit du corps would suffer.”

CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE.. 
First Conviction Under a Clause in 


the Code. 
Toronto, _ March 10.—The first 
convention recorded in Ontario 


under clause 213 of the criminal 
code has just been reported to the At- 
torney-General’s Department. It deals 
with the causing of death by special 
negligence, as distinguished from man- 
slaughter. The accused in this case 
was Alex. H. Clarke of Collingwood, 
who was arrested on Thursday by In- 
spector Rogers, and who was recently ° 
scharged on an indictment for. the 
aneare murder of his two-yeat-ol 
child. Jt was at first charged that to 
secure the insurance of on the 
child’s life poison had been adminis- 
tered in a glass of beer. Clarke's cvi- 
dence was to the effect that the child 
had access to a pantry where cheese 
sprinkled with strychnine had been 
scattered to poison rats. The clause 
says in effect that everyone having in 
sharge or control anything which may 
cndanger human life is legally bound 
to take reasonable precautions, and is 
criminally responsible for the conse- 
auences of neglect to do so. Clarke 
pleaded guilty to this charge, but it be- 
ang the first conviction under the claus¢ 
he was let go on suspended sentence.

HE SAVED HIS COMRADES BY 
COOL DARING. 
Disaster at Nettie L. Mine, at Fer- 
guson, by Which Four Men Were 
Killed. 


Vancouver, March ro—But for the 
heroism of one man, and that one a 
Quiet, unpretentious Cape Breton min- 
er, with the nerve and knowledge to 
face emergencies, the entire night shift 
at the Nettie L. mine, near Ferguson, 
would have been suffocated in the 
workings on Saturday eyening. As it 
was four hapless fellows perished be- 
fore the intrepid rescuer could reach 
them, these being the shift boss, Patrick 
Crilly; Allan Caulder, Edward Gognan 
and Robert Savage. The fatality oc- 
curred, it is presumed, through accu- 
mulation of gas, powder and smoke. 
Savage was the first of the night shilt 
to-descend, and the men had scarce 
reached the bottom when his voice was 
heard calling for help. He was chok- 
ing. George Groshic descended to aid 
him, and succeeded in bringing his body 
to the floor level, when he lomt. con- 
sciousness, and Savage’s body went 
tumbling forty feet down into darkness 
and death, Caulder and Crilly (a broth 
er of the ming superintendent) next 
went down, only to share their com- 
trades’ fate. Barclay Crilly followed, 
and reached his brother's side, only to 
be forced to the air level, all but dead. 
Tt was then Jack McLeod arrived to 
pluck the beard of death. Descending 
with a line he bore six bodice to the 
open in succession, returning at once 
for the others. Then he collapsed, and 
Jack Sweeney took up his heroic work. 
McLeod recovered in time to save 
Sweeney’s life, when he, in turn. col- 
lapsed. Two men, Nels Johnston and 
Otto Bloom, are expected to recover. 

The inquest held this afternoon at- 
tached no blame to the mine oificials. 


THE POISONED CANDIES. 
Light May Come From Dalhousie 


Investigation. 
Ottawa, March  10.—Investiga- 
tion into the robbery af $500 
from the post office at  Dal- 


housie, N.B., will unravel a mat- 
ter which has perplexed the authorities 
ever since August last, and may lead 
to the discovery of the person who was 
guilty of a cold-blooded attempt at 
murder. George Chifferton is the man 
whose life was sought. He received 2 
box of candy from New Brunswick, 
which is beheved to have contained 
strychnine or some other poison. Chif- 
ferton ate of the c-.-dies, and some of 
his mates also. They were overcome 
with sickness, and b-: for prompt medi- 
cal assistance might now have been 
dead men. J. A. Johnson, the Post- 
master, is alleged to have been a party 
to the postoffice robbery at Dalhousie. 
Somebody had an interest in getting 
tid of Chifferton. Who was it? The 
Dominion police say they know, and 
will be prepared to establish the ‘fact 
at the right time. Jc’ nson was arrested 
on Saturday, cha‘ced with complicity 
in the robbery, an‘, it is said, has ad- 
mitted his guilt. To-day at Dalhousic 
he was arraigned and remanded until 
the 17th. The local Magistrate, how- 
ever, granted bail. and this fact has 
aroused the indignation of the Domin- 
ton police officials. They say that it is 
an unheard of thing to allow a man out 
on bail who is guilty by his own con- 
fession of a seriows crime. Johnson's 
arrest may be ordered on another 
charge. Letters found on Chifferton 
were the means of binging the facts to 
light, but the palice here will not re- 
veal their contents. 


FOR BRITAIN’S FLEET. 


The Naval Estimates Show a Large 
Increase. 

London, March to.—The British na- 
val estimates for 1903-04, issued this 
evening, provide for an expenditure of 
$27y,184,205, an increase of $16,010,000. 
The maintenance estimates provide for 
127,100 officers and men, an increase 
of 4,600 officers and mes. The total 
expenditure for shipbuilding, repairs 
and maintenance is $89,103,600. The 
new construction programme includes 
three battleships, four armored cruis- 
ers, three protected cruisers, to be 
used as scouts; filteen torpedo-boat 
destroyers, ten submarine torpedo 
boats, two coastguard cruisers, a river 
gunboat and an admiralty yrcht. 

[In an explanatory statement which 
accompanies the estimates, Lord Sel- 
borne, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
announces the formation of a new 
squadron to be known as the South 
Atlantic Squadron. — It will serve on 
the west coast of Africa, and along the 
southeast coast of America, with bases 
at Gibraltar and Sierra Leone. 


AFRAID OF ROBBERS. 


Unien Pacific Railway Sends Guards 
to Protect Trains, 


Cheyenne, Wyoming, March to.— 
The Union Pacific Railroad Co. is 
preparing to resist a threatened attack 
by train robbers, and is sending an 
armed force of men on fleet horses to 
Rawlins, from which place the location 
of the threatened attack will be patrol- 
led. Another precaution is the strength- 
cning of the force of armed guards on 
the express and mail trains between 
Cheyenne and Ogden.

It was 
voted by the experienced to have been j 
the most brilliant opening on record in 
Ontario. The members, as usual, ' 
were driven from their territory by 
their wives and daughters. The cen- 
tral space on the floor was crowded 
with invited guests of honor, while the 
galleries were filled an hour before the 
time for opening. The blinds were 
drawn, and the lights blazed forth up- 
on delicate evening toilettes and beau- 
tiful faces. The cereinony was longer 
than the ordinary opening, owing to 
the necessary election of a Speaker. 
Mr. Chariton was the unanimous 
choice. In making the nomination 
Premier Ross delivered a brief laudat- 
ory address, while Mr. Charlton's ac- 
knowledgment was most graceful and 
tactful.

Manager McNicol Hefuses to Receive 
Them. 


Montreal, March 11.—Regarding the 
Strike of C P. R clerks at Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, thee following  state- 


ment was handed ont by Mr. Di 
McNicoll, General Manager of the 
company:—"The strike among our em- 
ployees at Vancouver and Winnipeg 
has arisen through the suspension of 
one of our employees for irregulari- 
ties. No notice was given us, and the 
strike was called at an houy intended 
to embarrass the company. The ser- 
vices of the other orders were offered 
as a conciliation committee, but were 
rejected by the strikers. The offer of 
a commission to investigate the alleg- 
ed grievance was also rejected by 
them. This organization, the United 
Brotherhood of Railway Employees, is 
the one which caused the Canadian 
Northern Railway trouble in Winni- 
peg last season, and their leader, Mr. 
Estes of San Francisco, failing there, 
is making another trial in British Co- 
lumbia, under the ridiculous pretext 
that we are endeavoring to down un- 
jonism, Our position toward our em- 
ployees is too well known for this cry 
to have any effect. Promises of pro 
motion and salary increases have been 
made by the strikers to clerks to di- 
vulge confidential information regard- 
ing the company’s affairs. As this or- 
der accepts employees in any branch 
of the service, including members of 
other orders, they have induced a few 
having contracts with the company to 
break them, and are unsuccessfully try- 
ing to get more. All told there are 
about 200 or 300 employees on strike, 
and we are rapidly filling their places. 
The position of the C. P. R. toward 
its employees is to-day what it has al- 
ways been. Every employee knows 
that any grievance he may have will 
be carefully considered by the -man- 
agement.” 

The following letter was addressed 
to Mr. McNicoll of the C. P. R, 
signed by Fred. J. Halton, W. Ro 
Fields, James Dick and H. Wilson, for- 
merly employees of the company, who 
have been in Montreal for a few days 
on business connected with the. strike 
of sailway clerks out west:—“We, 2 
committee of the United Brotherhood 
of Railway Employees, are requested 
by Mr. George Estes, President, to 
wait on you and request recognition 
of the brotherhood, whose members 
are now on strike at Vancouver, Revel- 
stoke, Calgary and Winnipeg. On your 
advising us in writing that this will be 
done, our members will return to work 
immediately, and will endeavor to 
serve the company's interests as faith- 
fully in the future as they have done 
in the past.” e 
Mr. Halton said that he and 
the other three men ,had come to 
present their case to the General Man- 
ager. because they had failed to get re- 
cognition out west. Mr. McNicoll re- 
fused to see them unless they could 
produce credentials [rom the heads of 
their respective departments in the C, 
P. R. His chief clerk, Mr. Geo. Hodge,

The 
waterworks station could not be called 
up, owing to the telephone system be-

SHE FIGURED .IN THE BUE-

R. P. Roblin, Premicr of Manitoba, 
on being asked what he thought of the 
statement recently made by Archbi- 
shop Bruchesi, to the effect “that the 
Manitoba school question was not set- 
tled,” ete., is reported as saying: “As 
far as the Manitoba Government is 
concerned the question is closed, and 
neither at the present nor at any fu- 
ture date will it be re-opened.” [ think 
it safe to assume that on this question 
the Hon. R. P. Roblin voices the opin- 
ions of a very large majority of the 
people of Manitoba, irrespective of 
party.

Resolutions of a Farmer’s Meeting

Berlin, March 12.—First Lieutenant 
Wemer von Grawert, son of the 
Lieutenant-General of that name, who 
shot Dr. Aye, a lawyer, of Flensburg, 
through the neck, cutting the spinal 
zord and causing instant death, in a 
duel fought in the Grunewald forest, 
anuary 16, and who was seftenced 
anuary 30 by a military court to two 
years’ imprisonment in a fortress, has 
geen pardoned by an Imperial Cabinet 
order. He had served unly five weeks 
of his sentence. The newspapers re- 
ier to Von Grawert’s pardon as a “dis- 
pensation” and as tencing to encourage 
all duclists.

bared bode ago a daughter of Dr. W. 
Seward Webb, in order to show her busi- 
ness ability and to obtain a little addi- 
lional pocket money, took a little “flyer” 
in stock breeding on Shelburne Farms, 
Dr. Webb's country seat on Lake Cham- 
plain. She invested $20 in a brood sow, 
and with her father's-permission made 
arrangements with the shepherd to care 
for the sow and the pigs. As there was 
an abundance of skim milk, this was 
iven her without cost, but all the grain 
fed was charged for at market prices. 
From this single investment she cleared 
$090 the first year, $200 the second and 
2300 the third. By this time the stock 
had so increased in number as to out- 
grow ita quarters, and was proving so 
profitable that Dr. Webb thought it ad- 
visable to buy her out. So at the end of 
the fourth year he took over the stock 
at market prices, and gare her a check 
for $700, which represented the year’s 
profits. From this start the present pig- 
gery has been developed, which is the 
most profitable department of the place. 
Last year two hundred pigs were sold, 


averaging from 250 to 300 pounds in

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THE GAMEY CHARGES, 


PREMIER ROSS PROPOSES 
ROYAL COMMISSION. 


Mr, Whitney Objects to that and 
Wants the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections to Investi- 
gate the Matter—Mr, Suther- 
land’s Charges. 7 


~ Toronto, March 12 — The charge 
made by RR. Gamey, M.P.P., of 
Manitoulin, that he had been bribed 
with the sum of $2,000 to support the 
Government, and that this money had 
been conveyed to him by Frank Sul- 
livan, a clerk in the Public Works De- 
partment, at the instance of Hon. J. 
R. Stratton, the Provincial Secretary, 
formed practically the sole topic of 
conversation in Toronto yesterday, as 
well as the subject of debate in the 
Legislative chamber, the galleries, floor 
and corridors of which were crowded 
as they never have been before. The 
matter of debate was the procedure to 
be followed in making the investiga- 
tion that everyone recognized as in- 
evitable and necessary. The Premier 
proposed that the -whole question 


.should be removed from the political 


arena and referred to a commis- 
sion consisting of “two of the Chief 
Justices of the Supreme Court of Ju- 
dicature.” This term includes the Chief 
Justice of Ontario, the heads of the 
three divisions of the High Court of 
Justice, that is, Chief Justice Moss, 
the Cancellor Sir John Boyd, Chief 
Justice Sir Wm. Meredith and Chief 
Justice Falconbridge. The commis~ 
sion might therefore be made up of 
any two of. these Judges. In the 
course of his speech, which was quite 
evidently_that of a man fully seized 
of the responsibility attaching to his 
words, and of the grave nature of the 
subject before the House, the Premier 
declared that the Government pro- 
posed to govern the country as hon- 
orable men, with characters unimpeach- 
ed, or not at all. He made it thor- 
oughly understood that if the Govern- 
ment were proven guilty of the charges 
made by Mr. Gamey, they did not wish 
any longer to remain in office. He 
asked that the House adjourn for three 
weeks to enable the cammission to 
perform its duties.

mediate issue ‘with the Premier as to 


the method of investigation. He de- 
clared that a reference to a commission 


A | of Judges, rather than to a commit- 


tee of the House, was “loading the 
dice,” and announced his intention of 
forcing a division along that line. Con- 
tinuing his speech, he expressed his 
belief that not Mr. Stratton alone, but 
the-Reemier, the Attorney-General and 
the Commissioner of Public Works 
must make answer to the allegation 
contained in Mr. Gamey’s charges. 

Mr.  Latchford repudiated Mr. 
Whitney’s further statement that he, 
Mr. Latchford, knew Mr. Gamey was 
being “influenced” to support the Gov- 
ernment. 

At very great length Mr. Whitney 
argued in favor of a reference to the 
House Committee of Privileges and 
Elections. 

Attorney-General Gibson, who fol- 
lowed for the Government, at once 
took Mr. Whitney to task for his as- 
fertion that the appointment of two 
of the Chief Justices of Ontario to try 
the issues raised in Mr. Gamey’s state- 
ment would constitute a loading of the 
dice. He defended the judiciary warm- 
ly, and referred to Mr. Whitney's own 
speech as evidence that if the inquiry 
were conducted by a House commit- 
tee, while the Legislature remained 
in session from day to day. the pro- 
ceedings would consist of the taking 
of evidence by the committee in the 
morning, and slang-whanging in the 
House itself during the afternoon. 

The Speaker, when 6 o'clock, the 
,bour of adjournment, was reached, was 
Mr. Donald Sutherland. Conserva- 
tive member for South Oxford, who, 
in the course of his remarks, de- 
clared that he, too, had been ap- 
prcscned with the object of securing 
is support for the Government. He 
did not go into details, however, as 
to the transaction. The debate will 
be continued at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. The programme of the Oppo- 
sition is not definitely known, but it 
is understood the debate will be a pro- 
longed one.

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FREEDOM IN RUSSIA. 


IMPORTANT DECREE, ISSUED 
BY THE CZAR, 


Liberty of Conscience—Revision of 
Laws Promised—Peasants to be 
Released From Forced Labor. 


St. Petersburg, March 13.—The Czar 
has issued a deeree providing for free- 
dom of religion throughout his domin- 
ions, establishing to some degree local 
sell-government and making other con- 
cessions to the village cummittccs. 
The decrees, which was issued in com- 
memoration of the anniversary of the 
birthday of Alexander I1l., is consid- 
ered to be the most significant act of 
State since the emancipation of the 
serfs. The public hails it as the pro- 
clamation of a new era, opening up 
bright prospects of the carly improve- 
ment of Russian internal administra- 
tion. 

The text of the decree is as fol- 
lows :—On ascending the throne of 
our ancestors, by the Providence of 
God we made a solemn vow before the 
Almighty and our conscience to dedi- 
cate our life to ghe service of our be- 
loved fatherland in indefatigable solici- 
tude for our subjects. We chose, in 
order to secure the well-being of our 
people, the way indicated by the mem- 
orable deeds of our predecessors, ¢3- 
pecially our never-to-be-forgotten 
father. God pleased to interrupt the 
deeds of our father by his early death. 
and thus laid on us the sacred duty of 
completing the consolidation of order 
and truth begun by him in confarmity 
with the exigencies of national life. 

“In demanding the fulfilment of this 
our will, while remaining strongly oy 
posed to any violation of the norma: 
course of national life, and having con 
fidence that all will loyally discharg: 
their local duties, we are irrevocably 
decided to satisiy the needs for which 
the State has become ripe, and have 
deemed it expedient to strengthen and 
decree the undeviating observance of 
the principles of tolerance laid down 
by the fundamental laws of the Rus: 
sian Empire, which. recognying the 
orthodox church as the ruling onc. 
grant to all our subjects of other re- 
ligions and to all foreign petsuasions 
freedom of creed and worship in ac- 
cordance with other rites, and we are 
further resolved to gontinue the active 
carrying out of measures for the im- 
provement of the material position of 
the orthodox rural clergy, while cu- 
abling them to take a larger share in 
intellectual and public life. 

-"Without delay measures must be 
taken to release the peasants from the 
present burdensome lability of forced 
labor. Thorough reform is to be ef 
fected in the Provincial Governments 
and district administrations by the 
local representatives, while attention 
will be devoted to searing closer co- 
operauon between the communal au

Resolution Dealing With the Gamey 
Incident. 


Wingham, March 13—The Gamey 
case caused the one exciting incident 
in the Grand Lodge yesterday, 
when Mr. John Hewitt submitted the 
following resolution :—“That the R. A. 
Grand Lodge in annual session assem- 
bled as citizens of this Province of 
Ontario have heard with most pro- 


found regret of the alle scandal 
made yesterday on the floor of the 
Legislature ; that as citizens of this 
Province we regret to have noticed the. 
tapid decadence of the political morals 
of our people; and that we demand 
that the most searching inquiry be 
made into this climax of political de- 
bauchery and the guilty parties receive 
the punishmen’ that their gross jug- 
gling with the will of tie people so 
richly deserves.” se :

OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 


A BRILLIANT SCENE IN. THE 
SENATE CHAMBER. 


—_—__—__— 


Important Matters Mentioned in ths 
Speech — Introduction of New 
Members and Senators — Safety 
of Steamer Stanley. 


Ottawa, March 13—Unpromising 
weather threatened at first to mar the 
ceremOnies connected with the open- 
ing of Parliament yesterday, and dur- 
ing the forenoon, and until long 
past the luncheon hour, fine, misty 
rain fell. and banks of heavy clouds in 
the skies seemed to denote an ap- 
proaching downpour. ¢ air was 
raw and unpleasant, and the streets 
were thick with mud and slush. Alto- 
ether the weather was of the most 
ismal character. Shortly after $§ 
o’clock, however, all this changed as 
if by magic. The sombre clouds roll- 
ed away, the sun peeped out, and the 
deaeaghets became more apringiit® 
The opening of Parliament always at- 
tracts very large crowds. This year 
Was no exception to the rule. People 
gathered outside the main entrance a3 
early as 12.30, although the ceremony 
did not commence until 3, and paticnt- 
ly stood in the cold, awaiting admis- 
sion. Contrary to the customary prac- 
tice, the doors were opened much 
earlier than usual, an act of thought- 
fulness which was much appreciated. 

The Senate chamber presented a 
charming picture. dies wearing 
gowns of the fatest and most artistic 
styles were seated in rows extending 
down each side of the red-carpeted 
chamber. To right and left of the 
throne stood brilliantly uniformed offi- 
cers of the militia headquarters staff 
and the several city corps. The Sen- 
ators themselves had a limited number 
of seats in the centre of the chamber, 
which they shared with the Judges of 
the Supreme Court, ecclesiastical digni- 
taries and consular officials.

His Excellency, having taken his teat 
on the throne, cead the following

Munns, who appeared as 5 
Prohibition. candidate — in the recent 
bye-clection in North York, was held 
here before Magistrate P, a 
Ellis, - H.-H. -Dewart, KC. ap- 
peared for the ‘prosecution, and

STAGE INMATES KILLED. 


Brutal Work of Mexican Bandits in 
Sonora. . 

Los Angeles, Cal, March 14— 
A despatch from Tucson, Ariz., to The 
Herald says :—Mexican bandits held 
tp the stage which runs between Potam 
“and Torin, on the Yaqui River, in So- 
nora, last Tuesday night, killing all of 
the six passengers. Among them was 
\Filiberto Alverado, a wealthy Mexi- 
can, who owns a number of ranches 
along the Yaqui River. The authori- 
ties at Guyamas were at once notified 
that Alverado and his wife had taken 
the stage from Potam to Torin, and 
the bandits no doubt thought he car- 
tied a large sum of money with him. 
The stage carries very little mail and 
rarely any money or valuables, so that 
Alverado must have been the mark for 
the bandits. The hold-up took place 
about half way between the two towns, 
but just how the stage was, attacked 
will never be known, as all of the pas- 
sengers and the driver were killed. They 
were picked up on the afternoon of the 
paigeal and the circumstances give 
evidence that they put up a fight, else 
they would not have all been killed 
Their bodies were rifled of everything 
of value on them. The traces had 
been cut and the horses had been al- 
lowed to run wild. The cover of the 
stage and the body were both shot full 
of holes. : 

Tt is thought by the Guyamas authori- 
ties that the perpetrators of the deed 
were some of the bandits who have 
taken refuge in the mountains back of 
the Yaqui River and were expecting 
Alverado. Friends of the murdered 
rancher say that he had little money 
with him at the time. Alverado had 
been married only two months. With 
him were Senorjta Julia Bardo and 
Senorita C. H. De Gonzales. both of 
prominent families and both of whom 
were murdered. 


GAVE UP ITS DEAD. 


An Unknown Man Found Floating in 
Brighton Harbor. 

Brighton, March 14.—The bady ofa 
man was found floating in open 
water near the western en- 
trance to Murray Canal yesterday 
by a fisherman, James Simpte of 
this town. The man was well-devel- 
oped, about 55 years of age, six feet 
ugh in his boots. between 180 and 190 
pounds in weight. was partly bald, the 
balance of the hair grey, with about 
three weeks’ growth of whiskers, and 
round features. He was dressed in 
a new suit of clothes, a double breast- 
ed coat, brown with a blue check. high 
boots and blue shirt partly faded snd 
a woollen mitten on left hand. He 
has every appearance of being a labor- 
ing man. Nothing was in his pockzts 
but two handkerchiefs, one folded and 
unused, the other colored. He appar- 
ently had been in the water all winter, 
as the body was badly decayed. Cor-

THE ADDRESS CARRIED, 


A .SHORT: DEBATE IN THE 
COMMONS AT- OTTAWA. 


Six Wilfrid Laurier Congratulated by 
Mr. Borden on Restored Health 
—The Alaska Boundary and the 
Redistribution Bill, 


Ottawa, March 14—The address in 


-reply to the speech from the throne 


Was carried at 10.30 o'clock last even- 
ing, after.a debate of about five and a 
half hours, participated in-by Lieut- 
Col Thompson, Haldimand, and Mr. 
Faippe Demers, St. John and Iber- 
ville, the mover and seconder ; Mr. R. 
L. Borden, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Mr. F. 
D. Monk, Mr. John Charlton and Mr. 
Henri Bourassa. The chief feature of 
the debate was the general note of con- 
grtatulation to the Premier, who in his 
speech of upwards of an hour’s dura- 
tion gave convincing evidence of re- 
Storation to vigorous health. 

The leader of the Opposition, who 
preceded him, paid a graceful compli- 
ment to the leader of the House, but 
Mr. F. D. Monk, the lieutenant of the 
Opposition leader, who followed, bore 
eloquent testimony to the convincing 
proof which the Premier had afforded 
the House of his convalescence. Mr. 
Borden criticized the omissions which 
he found in the speech from the throne, 
and asked for further information re- 
specting subjects that had not becn 
omitt : 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied fully to 

the criticism, and dealt at some length 
with the Alaskan boundary commis- 
sion, pointing out that da has 
surrendered nothing, while the United 
States has receded from the untenable 
position which resulted in the adjourn- 
ment of the Joint High Commission, 
He also questioned the wisdom of 
some of the nominations made by the 
United States, 
_ The Premier explained that the ob- 
ject in appointing a commission to re- 
Port on the subject of providing in- 
creased transportation facilities was to 
Prepare a definite plan before calling 
upon Parliament and the country to as- 
sume further obligations, He intimat- 
ed that the Government would; intro- 
duce the redistribution bill as a mat- 
ter of duty rather than of choice, and 
emphasized the intention to perform 
that duty fairly, removing the existing 
abuses without creating new ones.

That 
will depend on the characters with 
which she has to deal, the number of 
pons that she has,-and her ability to 
keep the ascendency that her beauty, has 
gained for her. 

“The domestic Turkish woman pre- 
sente a great contrast to the brilliant 
creature that we have just deseri 
She is rather e and: stolid-looking, 
careless as to her dress, and of a simple 
and amiable character. She has # very 
easy life compared with that of her Am- 
erican sisters. There is not much house- 
keeping in a Turkish house, and what 
there 4 is done by alaves and servants, 
who consider emselves permanent 
members of the family and realize what 
is expected of them. Rooms furnished: 
with rags and divans are comparatively 
easy to keep in order. There is a chef 
in the kitchen, who sends his best efforts 
to the dining-room in the men’s apart- 
ments, a place seldom visited by the wo- 
men of the household. Their own simple 
food is served to them at irregular inter- 
vals, when they feel hungry. There is 
perhaps a French governess to teach the 
children, who does not like the irregular 
life of the harem, and an exception is 
made in her favor, and she dines at the 
master’s table, where the food is served 
more to her taste. Her apartments are, 
however, in the eide of the house be- 
longing te the women, which is entirely 
separate from the other half of the es 


ent. 

“On bright days the domestic Turkish 
woman igkes her family to some 
place of publle resort, where they sit In 
the sunshine all the day long, buy sweets 
of the ever-present street peddler, amoke 
cigarettes and drink coffee. They never 
endanger their nervous system by trying 
to catch any particular steamer either 
in going or coming, but start when the 
spirit moves, and wait at the landing for 
a convenient steamer, ivaching home 
early or late, as it happens. 

“Let us now turn to that product of 
modern progress, the educated Mahome- 
tan woman. She may be found here and 
there, perhaps in the harems of prices, 
or of pashas, or even sometimes in the 
middle classes of society, although she 
is not commonly found anywhere as yet. 
She reads English, French and Germat 
readily, with a good pronunciation, hay- 
ing the aptitude for languages usually 
found with Turkish women. She reads 
the daily papers, and has decided opin- 
fons in regard to all political affairs. 
The advanced Moslem woman has a pri- 
vate room, instead of living in the rooms 
with the other women, and in this room 
are found some unusu-’ articles for a 
Turkish house—namely, 2 writing desk, 
some bookshe ses meee which stand 
many of the nety books of the day, and 
on the ~valls hang some really fine en- 
gravi 

“She longs to travel, but that is not 

ct allowed to a Turkish woman, at 
‘east, beyond the bounds of her own 
land. She has been to t and Syria, 
but that does not satisfy her, and she 
even dreams of going to Paris and Ber- 
lin to work in the fibraries there. She 
scorns the frivolities of ordinary society, 
and contemplates forming a club, where 
kindred spirits may discuss congenial 
subjects, but that has not yet been pos- 
sible. Her influence in the press is al- 
ready felt, and one may forcSco that 
she will form one of the elements in the 
forces that aro ra idly changing the con- 
ditions: of Turkish life. 

“Such are some of the phases of life 
among Turkish women. It is a life that 
has its romance and mystery, its com- 
monplace side, and its features of pro- 

sg, and is, after all, only the Eastern 
edition of the experiences that are com- 
mon to the women of all nations”

Apiary and Garden. 


Red clover.is valuable for the abund- 
ance of pasture'it produces and for its | 
excellence’as food, Rich in/lime. and 
nitrogen, as well as containing a large 
proportion of starchy matter, it is one 
Of the best-balanced foods used, and is 
also highly relished by all kinds of 
stock. In addition to promoting a 
large flow of milk from cows, it is un- 
excelled as pasturage for hogs. Its 
value as a fertilizer is also admitted, 
and many farmers grow, it for that 
purpose, as well as for food. 


1 Old Age and Honey. 


~ Aged persons who are toothless, 
says Dr. Fernie, in his work entitled 
“Herbal Simples,” can live almost ex- 
clasively on honey. The great Duke 
of Beaufort, whose teeth were white 
and sound at seventy years of age, 
whilst his genéral health was likewise 
excellent, had for forty years before 
his death a pound of sugar daily in 
his wine, chocolate and sweetmeats. A 
relish for sugar lessens the inclination 
for alcohol, and seldom accompanies 
the love of strong drink. With young 
children*cane sugar is apt to form 
acids in the stomach, chiefly acetic, 
which causes pain and flatulence, so 
that milk sugar should be given in- 
stead to those of tender years who 
are delicate, as this produces only lac- 
tic acid, which is the main constituent 
of digestive gastric juice. Tacitus in- 
forms us that our German ancestors 
gave credit for their great strength 
and their long lives to the mead or 
honey beer on which they _ regaled 
themselves. Pliny tells fe Rumilius 
Pollio, who enjoyed marvellous health 
and vitality when over a hundred 
years of age. On being presented to 
the Emperor Augustus, who inquired 
what was the secret of his wondrous 
longevity, Pollio lied, “The eating 
of honey and anointing with oil.” 

Honey has certain chiims as a food 
which cane sugar does not possess. It 
is a heat-former and a producer of vital 
energy both in. the human subject and 
in the industrious little ir ect which 
collects the luscious fod¢ r. More- 
over, it is all , for absorption 
straightway into the blood after being 
eaten, whereas cane sugar must 
first masticated with the saliva or spit- 
tle, and converted somewhat slowly in- 
to honey sugar before it can be utiliz- 
for the wants of the body. 


Hotbed Management. 


The methods of preparing and car- 
ing*for a hotbed are very simple, and 
with care one should have but little 
trouble, The ordinary hotbed sash is 
three by six feet, but any old sash will 
answer the purpose. The bed should 
extend east and west, and the frame 
should be a little higher on the north 
than on the south side, to give the 
glass a pitch toward the sun. Ten 
inches in front and 14 behind is about 
tight. The sash should fit closely,and 
the ends of the frame should come up 
even with the top of the sash, to pre- 
vent the wind from blowing under on 
to the plants. The frame should also 
havé a stay across the top about every 
six feet, to prevent the sides from 
springing in. 

With the first warm days in March, 
or even as early as February in some 
districts, preparation should be made 
for the hotbed. A few barrels of 
good garden loam should have been 
prepared the fall before and stored in 
a place away from the frost, for it 
is difficult to get good soil at this sea- 
son of the year. Select some shelt- 
ered spot, where there is plenty of 
sunshine. and draw out 2 few loads of 
fermenting horse manure. H the 
manure is heating evenly all through 
it may be built up into the bed at 
once, but if not it should be shaken 
up well and piled in a flat heap for a 
few days, and if any portions of it are 
dry these should be wet down. When 
the heat has permeated well through 
the pile fork it over and build it up 
into the bed, shaking out all of the 
iumps, so that it will pack evenly and 
give a steady heat. Tread it down 
quite firmly, for if left too lose it 
will ferment rapidly, giving an.intense 
heat for a short time, then become exe 
hausted. Build the bed about two 
feet thick and large enough so that it 
will extend two feet beyond the frame 
on all sides. Then set on the frame 
and bank it up to the top with man- 
ure. ~ Next put in about four or_five 
inches of soil, put on the sash and let 
it sweat. It will soon begin to heat 
quite violently, and the temperature 
will run up considerably-over too de- 
grees, alter which it will begin to si‘ 
side, and about the third or fourth 
day it will be down to about go de- 
grees, when it will do to sow the 
seed. 

lt was claimed some years ago b 
The American Agriculturist that rad- 
ish, lettuce and onion seed may be put 
in along with tomato, cabbage, pepper 
and egg plant seed for plants. Rake 
the bed smooth and fine, and sow the 
seed in drills three inches apart, cov- 
ering half an inch decp. The plants 
will be up in afew days, and in about 
three weeks’ time, if the weather is 
favorable. radishes will be fit to use, 
Lettuce, however, may be transplanted 
to a cold frame, and oniods will give 
sets for the garden. [i in pickin 
the lettuce the leaves are removed aad 
the roots and crowns left they will 
throw out a new growth and continue 
to produce al] through the season. 
The plants should be kept free from 
weeds and thinned, so they will have 
room to develop. Tomatoes will make 
stronger, stockicr plants if transplant- 
ed when they are two or three inches

St. Petersburg, March 16, via the 
frontier.—The public has suspend- 
od its judgment of tho decree of tho 
Czar providing for religious freedom 
and for other reforms until the prac- 
tical measures realizing the propos- 
ed reforms are announced. Experi- 
enca shows that such work procecds 
slowly here. Russian history is 
strewn with disillusionments, and 
the liberals say they are prepared 
for a repetition. Even in less radi- 
cal circles tHe fear is expressed that 
the reactionaries may succeed in 
hampering the Czar's desire for re- 
forms. The progressives are partic- 
ularly outspoken in their distrust of 
M. von Plehwe’s participation in 
the reform program; they “also com- 
plain of the apparent intention to 
permit the domination‘ of the pricst- 
hood in local secular affairs. 

The decentralization feature of the 
decree is welcomed. ‘Tho necessity 
heretofore of applying to the St. 
Petersburg Chancelleries in connec

The U. B. R. E, denies this, 
but the company will probably issue 
a statement to this effect, when more 
of the employes are expected to go 
back to work. Master draymen con- 
tinue to do all their own hauling, 
the teamsters staying out. Constant 
reports of congestion of freight and 
& genoral tie-up in the interior are 
as constantly contradicted by the 
company. The wholesale fruit trade 
here is affected by tho strike. Sinco 
the strike Winnipeg is being serious- 
ly affected by the strike. Since tho 
ttrike was declared the C.P.R. have 
toclined to receive any perishablo 
foods. Each of the fruit handling 
houses has from two to three cars 
of oranges and Icmons, and though 
these are not as yet injured, its a 
great loss to hold them in stock.

FATAL WRECK AT OAKVILE 


Fast Freight Collides With Stand- 
ing Freight Train. 


Reports Differ as to Position of Danger 
Somaphore 3ignal—Drakeman McGuire 
Was Killed at 19 Wost—Coroner Is 
Attempting to Fix the Hesponsibillty 
For the Aceident— Oficial Story of the 
Wreck. 


Oaksille, March 16.—A rear end 
collision of two east bound Grand 
Trunk freight trains occurred at 1 
o’clock Sunday morning just oppo- 
site tbe station platform. - 

An cust bound freight, Engine 597, 
was ut the station picking up a 
couple uf cars when, without warn- 
uur, another east bound train. En- 
aim: 745, crushed into the rear of 
the standing cars. 

tadd J. MeQinire. the forward 
secon train, Was 
-illed. the engine was derailed and 
halt a dozen cars were completely 
destroyerh-githe escape of the engi- 
neer and Sreman is a little short of 
imiraculoun Doth crawled through 
tho cub window to safety after the 
locomotive had come to a standstill 
in the ditch, 

Carch ssnes on the part of a com- 
pany employe fs responsible for the 
accident, which cost Daniel McGuire 
his life. Who that official is will be 
determined at the coroner’s inquest 
to be held on Tuesday. Either Hir- 
um Albertson, night agent at Onk- 
ville station, or the engincer of the 
second train must bear the blame. 
As usual the stories of somo of the 
train men ond the station agent aro 
conflicting, but witnesses declare 
that tho semaphore was against tho 
truin that crashed through the 
shunting freight. 

Confitcting Reports of Employes. 

They say that Agent Albertson 
Bought to signal the train with his 
lantern, but without effect. The en- 
gmeer on the other hand claims. that 
there were no signals ogainst them 

The first freight was shunting cars 
on the siding when the second train, 
bearing down the grade at 40 miles 
an hour, collided with the standing 


cars, Neither the engineer nor the 
fireman could have seen the train 
nhead, or the probability is that 


they would have jumped. The weight 
of the heavy grain cars adjoining 
the locomotive sent it off the rails, 


which ‘accounts tor the comparative 
ly small amount of damage inflicted 
upon the standing train. ‘The ca- 
beuse of the latter was smashad ip 
to hindling wood 
Killed at His Fost. 

McGuire was at his post close ta 

the engine when the collision occur 


red. lie Was probably signalling 
vith his lantern to tho rear end 
brakeman ond had no warning of 


the danger into which he was rush- 


ing. Death must have bren almost 
instantaneous. Ee was found under 
the engino wedged Inta the corn 


which filled the car adjacent to the 
engine. There was little or no ap 
Parent fajury to the body. Daniel 
Mctiulra was smothered in the corn. 
His body was removed to the xta- 
thon, and Iloter to Undertaker 
Youngs. 

Coroner Williams empanclied = a 
jury during the afternoon and 
next ‘Tuesday wut effort will 
be tnade to fix the responsibility for 
the man’s death. McGuire was in 
the accident at Merritton and escap- 
ed without a bruise. Tis parents live 
in Morritton, and the victim is single 
and lives with his sister. 

Several Sew ths Accident. 

Three citizens of Onkville—Harry 
Patterson, Albert Cross and William 
Street—saw the accident. Street says 
the semaphore was against the  sec- 
ond train, and he ulso states that 
there Was no Whistle as the train 
approached the station. The sema- 
Phore Is ao inile west of the station, 
and there are two public crossings 
intervening. At each of these cross- 


ings, it is said, the engons should 
have whistled, as well as for the 
station. Mr. Cross and Mr. Patter- 


son were not willing to give 
statements until the inquest. 

The engineer of the ill-fated engine 
had brought his train through from 
Sarnia, o run of thirteen hours. 

McGuire was only 23 vears old, 
living with his sister, Mra. Sids- 
worth, at 51 Mitchell avenue. and 
had been with the company for sev- 
eral years. Ho was well-liked by all 
his coinrades. 

Auxiliary trains wero sent put from 
Hamilton and Toronto. Ata late 
hour last night the debris of tho 
derailed ¢ars was burning fiercely, 
but traMc is maintained by means 
of the south switch.

Oficial Story of Wreck. 

The oficial account of the accident * 
states that one extra cast train, en- 
gine 597, was standing at Onkvillo 
station at 1.10 a.m. Saturday, when 
it was run into by another extra 
east. The front end brakeinan, D. 
J, McGuire, was caught in jumping, 
and was found dead under the en- 
gine. Seven or eight cars were de 
railed, and the corn with which they 
were loaded was spilled along the 
track. 

The cause of the accident was the 
second train running by the sema- 
phore set at danger. No reason can 
be assigned for this, as several wit-. 
nesses Were sure that the danger sig- \ 
nal was set. 

The track was soon cleared, and 
traffic was, not delayed.

Nova Scotians Said to Have Met Heaw 
Leases in Dominion Steel. 


Halifax, N.S., March 16.—As tho 
result of the recent slump in Domin- 
ion Iron & Siteel common stock, 
speculators in Nova Scotian bave 
lost an amount estimated at $300,- 
COO. The majority of the stock was 
bought 55 and 58, and the holders 
kept putting up margins until it 
went down to 40 on Friday. The 
decline of 10 points on Saturday 
caused g panic among the holders of 
the stock, and all but a few of them 
were wiped out. Some of them mort- 
gaged their properties and places of 
business and are now financially em- 
barrassed. Outside of Halifax, the 
heaviest losses were in Glace Bay, 
Sydney, and New Clasgow. 

Small Speculators Kuined.- 

Montreal, March 16.—The slump in 
Dominion Steel stock, which culmin- 
ated Saturday in the common, being 
run down to 32%, hag caused any 
amount of excitement in financial 
circles, and has brought ruin to any 
amount of sinall speculators. Their 
aggregate losses are estimated at 
£500,000.

Influences Which Incite, Men and Women 
te Do Thelr Dally Duties in a Spirit of 
Self-Sacrifice—The Great Procession of 
Inconspicuous Lives From the Cradle 
te the Grave.

¢ Salmon.” 

Why did “Thomas Carlyle entitle 
one of his books ‘‘Heroes and Hero 
Worship?” He know that the vast 
majority of the human race loved to 
study tho’ lives of its great men and 
women. Most people are Boswells, 
bowing before some Johnsonian 
shrine. We want to sce the hero 13 
a divinity, oa prophet, a priest, a 
man of letters or a king. ‘What 
Dante or Shakespeare or Luther or 
Rousseau or Burns or Cromwell or 
Napoleon was in public and private 
life has for most of us an absorbing 
interest, We are not, as a rule, ov- 
erwrought with excitement when we 
come in touch with a seeming ‘*‘no- 
body,’ but we will travel far to sit 
at tha‘fect of a great orator or to 
clasp hands with a Goetho or a4 
Victor Jlugo or to sce one whose 
dictum may influence the destiny of 
a nation, 

We do well to honor the transcen- 
dent genius and to take an intense 
interest in the characteristics of the 
great man, but we ought not to ov- 
erlook the herolc elements in ordl- 
nary lives. There arc men among 
us, inconspicuous and unknown, who 
are: living valiant lives,- overcoming 
the ovil within them and around 
them and exercising a beneficent in- 
fluence on their own contracted cir- 
cle. ‘These are men who, if a great 
crisis came or a great opportunity 
opened, would achicve fame, but 
without it will dic unhonored save 
by the few who know them well. It 
4s such men I would hold up for 
your admiration today, and I 
choose at random as an illustration 
of the class an obscure name froma 
geneaiogtca®l Cable. 

First, Naasson's cradle must have 
been an important part of his life's 
ministry. It is a very common cus- 
tom for people to sneer at the help- 
ful influence of a cradic. Many crit- 
ics are apt to say that all a baby 
is good for is to eat and sleep, to 
cry und get sick, and to keep the 
house in uproar from the time he 
gets into it, until, as a young nan, 
he gocs forth to start a home of 
his own. For nearly two years at 
least the mother is bound to that 
crudlo as firmly as if she were Hnok- 
ed to it with a chain of stecl For 
four or five years the baby Is utterly 
helpless. If turned out in the cold, 
he would not be able to take as 
much care of himself os a five 
months’-old puppy. For the Grst fif- 
teen yours of oa child's life his opin; 
ion upon any subject is practically 
valucless. ‘The first twenty years 
are for the most part preparation 
for life's work rather than the 
achievement of any high purpose. 

While admitting these facts, 1 still 
contend that the first few years of o 
child's life have a momentous influ- 
ence ‘They are important not only 
ta the child, but to his parents. Who 
hus not witnessed the influence of a 
cradle in g house? ff appeal lo your 
own experience. It must be in essen- 
tial principles o parallel of mine. 
My cradle and the cradics of my 
brother and sisters had a hallowing 
influencé in our home. ‘They were 
an inspiration to my father and mo- 
ther. My futher preached better ser- 
mons on ‘Sunday becouse he knew 
that in his nursery the children with 
whom he romped during the week 
would Inok at him as an examplo 
and a mode], My mother was all 
the more consecrated and circumspect 
because her daughters were looking 
to her for guidance and = maternal 
training. And, my brother, when 
any one says that your childhood 
amounted to nothing, you deny It. 
Ry the sainted graves of your dead 
father and inother you declure thot 
you know they were better Chris- 
tians and better citizens because 
you, as a Jittlhe stranger, once crept 
into their hearts, 

The purifying, ennobling and 
Christianizing influenco of a little 
child was once Mlustrated by a bro- 
ther minister in the following story 
One day, in the far west, a stalwart 
miner was returning to his encatnp- 
ment when he found a Jost child. 
She was o beautiful littic girl of 
about five summers. ‘Where is your 
father und mother, little one?’ ask- 
ed the miner. “Don't know.” said 
the baby. “What are you going lo 
do?” "Well. she answered, not the 
feast abashed, ‘I guess I will go 
home with you and walt until mam- 
ma comes and gets ine,” The miner. 
with a laugh, picked her up in his 
strong arts and started up the 
mountain side. ‘The ttle girl in 
his embrace was not & bit afraid 
She laughed and sang and chattered 
all the wey. When the miner came 
to cainp, he asked the men what he 
would do with her. and they = said, 
“Let her stay here over night. and 
then some one will take her to tawn 
in the tnorning."" After supper the 
little girl suddenly stopped her chat~- 
tering and said: ‘'Now it is time for 
me to go to bed. Who will undress 
me?" That was a new task for 
those hard fisted workmen. They did 
not know what to do. At last the 
man who had found her sald, “‘Lit- 
tle one, come here: I will undress 
you.” He got out a woolen shirt 
and used it for her nightgown. Then 
she looked up in her sweet. inno- 
cent way and said: “‘Now I must 
gay my prayers. Who will Tsay 
them to? This was o harder pro- 
position for the men to solve than

-May be an ordinary man living an 


the other, At Iast one mincr safd, 
“Come, my darling, and say your 
prayers to me.’’ When the little one 
knelt, the tears were welling put of 
the miner's eyes. He pushed her off 
as he said, “No, my little one, I 
am not good enough for you to say 
your prayers to me.” Another min- 
er tried it. He broke down, At 
last the little git! knolt by. her bunk, 
When she commenced,to pray the old 
praycer— x 

Now I lay me down to sleep, 

I pray tho Lord my soul to keep— 
and ended up that prayer with the 
plea that God would bless the good 
men who were looking after her, 
there was not a dry cyo in that cab- 
in. Many of those rough, stalwart 
men, through that child's example, 
were led to give their hearts to God. 
‘As a result of that iittle girl's visit 
these rough miners built a church. 
They brought to that church a min- 
ister. The minister declared that in 
all hia life he never preached to a 
more impressionable audience than 
those rough men, who had been 
brought into touch with that little 
child prayer, 

You assert that that child's gospel 
Influence is the exception? I know st 
is not. I know that a man never oa 
earth comes as near to heaven as 
when his little baby boy or girl 
kneels hy his side and in trust and 
love says a baby's cvening prayer. 
God pity tho man who never knew 
that joy! God forgive the father 
who has dulled his car so as not to 
hear such a message, who has blind- 
ed his cycs to shut out such a sight, 
which in angelic form can come to 
him in bare feet, robed in a little 
white nightgown. Brother, do not 
tell mo that Naoasson’s childhood 
was wasted years. Do not for a 
moment suppose that although you 


ordinary life in an ordinary home 
your little cradle had no gospel sig- 
nificance In the lives of your Chris- 
tian parents. 

Nansson’s matured manhood teach- 
es that God provides for the humb- 
lest of his children as well os for 
the greatest. Who was Naasson? He 
had a father named Aminadob and» 
son, Salmon. That is ali wo know 
of his direct connections, They were 
evidently as humble as, himself. 
Thero was certainly nothing extra- 
ordinary about this man. History 
makes no mention of Naasson tead- 
ing a great army. Among all the 
leaders of the Bible there is no re- 
corded specch spoken by his iips. 
Whether he was in physique tall or 
short, whether he had light hair or 
dark, blue eyes or black, a broad or 
a narrow chest, must be all left to 
conjecture. But this fact is certain 
—whether he was the humblest indi- 
vidual who ever lived or no, God 
took care of him, God fed him, God 
clothed him, God saw him grow up 
to full manhood. Then when hia 
work, however small, wax done God 
took him to himself. In other words, 
Naasson was like the most of us, 
who are without any particular tal- 
ent or power of leadership. Yet 
God is caring ond feeding and cloth- 
ing and housing us. just as he feeds 
the bird of the oir and clothes the 
lily of the field. 

© obscure man, in the humble 
walks«of life, do you not realize that 
in spite of yourself you are preach- 
ing wherever you go the protecting 
care of the Jove of God? It is not 
surprising that oa wizard of inven- 
tions like Thomas A. Edison can 
earn his daily bread; it is not sur- 
prising that a gigantic intellect Iiko 
that of Andrew Carnegie can accuin- 
ulate a fortune when he can crowd 
the Monongahela and Allegheny riv- 
ers with his works, the long funnels 
everywhere at night shooting out 
their flames until it makes the sur- 
rounding regions of Pittsburg look, 
as Rev. Dr. Jobn Pall once express 
ed it. ‘‘as the infernal reytons with 
the lid off." 

ut that a man of ordinary intel- 
leet and everyduy abilities can of abl

Your \boys, your girls, 
may yet: become mighty men and 
women for ‘God ond for the better- 
ment_of the world, because you aro 


Again, Nansson’s life impresses mo 
with tho fact that the greatest of 
earthly works are accomplished by 
ordinary people. Here and there in 
the long list of genealogical namcs 
which are recorded in the first chap- 
ter of Matthew there Is a prominent 
man, but four-fifths of them-—ayo, 
nine-tenths of them—are names as 
huinble as that of Naasson’s. Thus 
we find that everywhere the vast 
bulk of the world’s work is done by 
the .ordinarics and not by tho cxtra- 
ordinariés. Why? Because there are 
but few cxtraordinaries and thou- 
sands ‘upon thousands and millions 
upon millions ordinaries. When you 
Christopher 
Wren in St. Paul's Cathedral of Lon- 
don, you read his epitaph thus: “If 
you wish to sce my monument, look 
about you.’’ But when I look about 
St. Paul’s Cathedral I see in the 
stones of every wall and the dove- 
talling of every crevice the work of 
hundreds and thousands of hands 
horny with toil as well as in the 
completo building the white, soft fin- 
gers of the great architect who there 
lies buried. I sce tho humble Iabor- 
ers digging the foundations; I see 
the humble masons rearing the walls; 
I see the humble carpenters lifting 
the scaffoldings; I sce the crowd col- 
lect about the poor, bruised, mangl- 
ed body of tho workman whose foot 
misstepped and whose brains were 
dashed out upon the ground be- 
neath when he fell from that high 
scaffolding. Aye, I see Naassons, 
humble Naassons, everywhere in life! 
It is the accumulation of the work 
of the obscure individuals in this 
world which has made this old 
earth what it is; therefore, my bro- 
ther, do not say that your life's 
work is useless because it is incon- 
spicuous. 

Well did the manager of the cele 
bration which took place in New 
York city some years ago to com 
memorate the inauguration of Georgo 
Washington os President of tho 
United States appreciate the value 
of the humble workers in the humble 
walks of peaceful avocations. The 
first day, for it was a three days’ 
celebration, they gave up to the 
navy, or, rather, to the scene when 
Washington crossed New York  har- 
bor and landed at Castlo Garden 
Then the bay was crowded with 
boats in gala day attire. Then the 
mighty while squadron, accompanied 
by representatives of fureign navies, 
passed up the Hudson River in 
review. 

The second day of the celebration 
was given up to the army. Hour al- 
ter hour up LTroadway and Fifth 
avenue rode the different Governors 
at the head of their state troops. 
Cheer after cheer went up to greet 
the famous men. ‘There were the 
regulars with such men as Schofield 
and the one armed Howard aot their 
head who followed Sherman to the 
sea.~ Then’ came the war veterans. 
Siad by side with the blucs rode or 
wulked tHe men who once wore tho 
gray—brothers now, with no rival- 
ries save with the rivalries of trying 
to outilo each other in kindness and 
brotherly courtesy 

But the third day of the celebra- 
tion was the greatest to me of all. 
‘That wos the ti:ne of the industrial 
parade, What is the navy for? 
Merely to protect our merchants and 
artisuns at the seaboard. What is 
the army for? Merely to protect 
the homes of our mechanics and the 
fuctories and the little stores. The 
strength of our nation is not in her 
mailed hand of war, but in her horny 
hand of toil Yes, on that day wo 
suw Naassuons everywhere. We heard 
the banuner upon the anvil. We saw 
the baker coohing nt the stove. We 
saw the farmer's plow and the wood- 
man’s ax and the lypewriter’s man- 
chine and the printing press. We 
heard in the fotillas which moved up 
Broadway and Fifth avenue the na- 
tional song of a prusperaus home in- 
dustry. And these flotilas were not 
manned by the royal trappihgs of 
foreign ambassudors They were fill- 
ed with the artisans and the labor- 
ers and the mechanics ond employes 
of foundries and fuctories in the 
common, everyday working clothes of 
men and women living upon = small 
salaries. Ah, my brother, do not 
complain becaure you are a humble 
Naasson. The prosperity of the 
country resis upon the working- 
man's cottage far more than upon

The English Licensing Act.

ever, spell ruin to the keepers of badly= 

managed beerkouses,” he added, “and 

We anticipate sceing a number of such 

places in the East End closed before | 
very long. ‘hese places cannot possibly 

survive the act. Their main support iv 
derived from habitual drinkers—dock 
laborers and the like, who spend whole 
days in the public-houses.” 

Why was the act passed? The fol- 
lowing facts and figures, obtained from 
authoritative sources, afford an answer 
to the question :—In the United King- 
dom 2.05 gallons of absolute alcohol per 
bead of the population are consumed 
every year. This is considerably mara 
thang the consumption in the United 
Btares, which averages 1.16 gallons, while 
in Russia, where vodka, perhaps the 
most alcoholic and tarmful of intoxi- 
cants, is the favorite spirituous liquor, 
the consumption of alcoho] amounts to 
60 gollon per head of the population, 
Norway is otill lower with 54 gallon. 
tn the United Kingdom  1,320,068,000 
gallons of beer and 57,229,000 yallons of 
proof spirits are produced annually. The 
Imperial revenue from taxes un alco- 
holic béverages amounts to £38,870,000 a 
year. In 1892 the drink bill for the 
United Kingdom :mounted to the cal- 
ossal sum of £140,800,000, or £3 133 Jld 
for cach head of the population. ‘The 
charges of drunkenness heard in the 
police courts of England and Wales num- 
bered 173,929, In 1890 the drink bill 
had increased to £1602,100,000, or a half 
penny short of £4 for each inhabitant, 
while the police court prosecutions had 
grawn to 214,293, The death rate from 
nicoho] during the last fifteen years has 
increased by 42 per cent. in men and 
100 per cent. in women. In several pro- 
sincial cities—notably Liverpool—more 
people die from alcoho! than from all 
the zymotic diseases taken together. 

Another serious aspect of the ia- 
creasing int‘emperance is the number of 
people adnutted to the asylums of the 
country whose condition is duc to cx- 
vessive indulgence. It is estimated that 
there are in the refuges for the insano 
10,900 malcs and 5,500 females who ows 
their mental decay to the effects of al- 
cohol. In nine years 800 men and 534 
women were admitted to one asylui— 
that at (laybury—afllicted with insanity 
due to drink. At Nottingham twice 29 
many women as men become insane aa 
a result, of drinking. In London every 
year od persons, of whom 200 are fe- 
males, become inmates of pauper asy- 
jums from the same cause. Formerly 
throughout England there was one in- 
sane person in 500; now the proportion 
ts oné to 300. Insanity due to alcohol 
ts vastly on the increase among women. 
indeed a representative of The Illustrat- 
ed Mail was informed by a politician 
sho took s prominent part in the fram- 
ing of the bill which has now become 
law, but who wishes to remain anony- 
mous, that one of the principal objects 
in introducing the bill was ta afford 
huvbands protection against inebriate 
wives, In the opinion of Dr. Mott, a 
well-known membcr of the Society for 
the Study of Inebricty, women drink 
from totally different causes to men. Dr. 
Heywood Smith aftirms that it is chietly 
trouble In the home that induces we ‘en 
to drink, whereas with men the principal 
cause is business worry. 

The opinions of experts differ as to 
what the effect of the new act witl Ue. 
One well-known authority—a medical 
man—declares tu * any fresh legistation 
against drunkenness causes & fresh out 
burst of int: aperance. He points out 


that in Maine (US.A.), When prohibition

pRISH NAVY. ESTIMATE 


Expenditure of Nearly $200,- 
000,000 ts Explained. 


Admliralty-Secretary Arnold-Foster Bald 
the Katimates Were Unparalleled in 
Peace or War—Mavy New Vessels Are 
Arranged For—Appropriation Is Cal 
culated to Keep the Power of the 
Empire Supreme on Seas 


London, March 17: — Admirulty 
Secretary Arnold-Foster introduced 
the navy estimates for 1903-1, pro- 
viding for an expenditure of $170,- 
181,205, in the Eluuse of Commons 
yesterday. In the course of an ex- 
planatory staten.cnt. the Secretary 
runmarked that the estimates were 
unparalleled in peace er war, and, 
as ou private citizen, he could not 
help rezretting the great competition 
and rivalry in the matter of oaval 
armaments continued to make this 
enormous and unproductive expendi- 
ture necessary. After inentihing 
the variéus increases. the Secretary 
said the Admiralty proposes to com 
plete this year six new battleships, 


11 armored cruisers and one second- 
class cruiser, two sloops of war, four 
torpedo boat destroyers, cight lor 
pedo boats and = three submarine 


bouts. He ulso asked the Flouse to 
sanction the commencement of three 
battleships of a very formidable 
type. four first-class aud three third- 
cluss cruisers, four very faust vessels 
to be used as scouts, 15 tarpedo- 
hoat destroyers and 10 submarine 
boats. The increase in the gun pow- 
tr of the ships, said the Secretary, 
is steadily progressing, while starth 
urdization is augmenting the  ctho 
iency of all the work. He incident- 
ally mentioned that 21 obsolete ve 
sels had béen withdrawn during the 
years 1902-3, the largest number on 
record, and said that, on April 1, 
there will bo under construction the 
' asernrous total of 71 ships, viz., 11 
battleships, 29 armored cruisers, 
second-class + cruisers, 4 third-class 
cruisers, 4 scouts, 2 sloops, 18 tor 
peda boat destroyers, 8 torpedo 
boats and 3 submarine boats,

A Eeries of Blows.

Five Others Injured in Freight 
Train Head-on Collision. 


-Wietima of the Accident Herribly Scalded 
-—Twe KXaginea Wrecked and 5ix 
Care With Their Costents Destroyed— 
The Collision Occurred Near Islington, 
Nise Miles From Toreato—Youthful 
Operator Is Blamed. 


Toronto, March 18.—Two men 
dead, a third very badly burned and 
scalded, and three others slightly 
infured; eight freight cars with their 
contents destroyed, and two engines 
wrecked, are the results of a head- 
on collision yesterday morning on 
the malin line of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway ahout a quarter of a 
mile this side of Islington, a small 
station nine miles west of Toronto. 


The Dead. 


David Taylor, brakeman, 22 years 
of age, unmarried, lives in London, 
Ont. 

Chas. Winger, fireman, 25 years 
of age. married two weeks ago, lives 
in Windsor, Ont. 

The Injered. 

Wm. Morrison, engineer, 34 years 
of age, married, living in West Tor 
onte Junction, badly stalded about 
the hands and face, and suflering 
from shock: will probably recover.

Operator’s Error the Cause. 


‘According to an official of the com 
pany. qa youthful operater’s carcless- 
ness is responsible for the collision. 
E, Pennell, the operator in charge of 
the station at Cooksville, ts said to 
have Iet a fast freight train go by 
without delivering an order to have 
it meet the approaching train with 
which it collided. The operator had 
been two weeks with the company, 
four days of it at Cooksville. 


Scene of the Wreck. 


The collision occutred at 6.30 yea 
terday morning, and was between 
the ‘Teeswater freight extra, running 


west, and x Windsor freight cast- 
bound, No. 32, known as the beef 
train. The Teeswater freight had 


just,crossed the high Humber bridge, 
when the two trains crashed togeth- 
er. Both engines were almost com 
pletely demolished, and six loaded 
freight cara of the castbound train 
were destroyed, besides several oth- 
er cars being more or Icss damaged, 
The force of the impact piled the 
cars in a heap, tore up the track, 
and completely blocked the main 
line uf the railroad. 


Worrible Burns and Scaids. 


The crew of the engine on the beef 
train crew all horribly burned and 
scalded. They were caught under- 
neath the wreek, und inhaled the es 
caping steam, burning their throats 
and lungs and scalding them about 
the body. Auxillary trains were 
sent to the scence of the disaster 
from Toronto Junction and London, 
and a train wes made up to bring 
the injured men to Toronto Junc- 
tion, from where they were taken to 
St. Michael's Hospital about 9 o’- 
clock in the morning. Chas. Wing- 
er, the fireman. lived only ten min- 
utes after his arrival at the hospi- 
tal. and Joseph Tuylor, the brake 
man, died half an hour after his nd- 
mission. i

Ottawa, Ont., March 18.—On per- 
mission from Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Mr. W. F. Maclean, on the House go- 
ing into supply, said. “On this mo- 
tlon to go into supply, [ propoxe to 
call tho attention of the House and 
the country to'a grave condition of 
affairs“that exists in my own Proé 
vince, that of Ontario. A political 
criss exists there to-day that is at- 
tracting tho attention of all the 
people of Canada. Certain circum- 
stances have been mado public 
which reficet on the moral tone of 
that Province, which reficct on the 
political tone of that Province, and 
1 say o crisis has arrived, in which 
the honor of the Provinco is involved, 
in which the honor of politicians is 
involved, ‘and everyone must be con- 
cerned’ in- the settlement of that 
crisis. 

“At. the. present moment, the 
Lieut.-Goxernor of that Province hag 
exeeeded his term. He was appoint- 
ed about Nov., 1897; his five years, 
consequently, are up. and he is hold- 
ing office, I think, very improperly. 
Not only is he holding office after 
his term is expired, but hits candi- 
tion of health, I believe, is such 
that be was unable to open the Leg- 
istature last week, and it had to be 
openal by na commissioner, 

Duty Neqalres Fuvlleity, 

“After What. transpired nut long 
ago in connection with this affair, I 
think it is iny duty now to call the 
attcntion of the House to this con- 
dition of affairs in Ontario, and also 
to call the attention of the House to 
the record of the hon. gentleman op- 
pesite in regard tu that question.

AR. TARIE'S RESIGNATION! NI NE-TENTHS 


Ministerial Explanations Show a 
Vacillating Cabinet. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Persists In Calling Mr, 
Tarte’s Nesignation m Dismissal From 
the Adminlstration, Nut That Gentle 
man Corrects Him ard Gires Date and 
Substance of His Letters to the re 
miler—Wavering Tariff roticy. 


Oltawa, March 19. — Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. in giving his explanations 
of ministerial changes since last ses- 
sion, lost no time in tracing the 
row that led to the resignation vf 
Ion. Mr. Tarte from the portfolio 
of Minister of Public Works. While 
the Premier was in Furope last fall 
he received several communications 
criticizing tue course Mr. Tarte was 
pursuing, which was not consistent 
with parliamentary Government. He 
was told Mr. Tarte was advocating 
a policy different from that advocat- 
ed by the Government of which he 
Was a member. The Premler order- 
ed sothat) all Canadian papers con- 
taining speeches of Mr. Tarte should 
‘be sent to him in London. He read 
them while on the ocean homeward 
bound and came to the concltsion 
that Mr. Tarte’s case necded instant 
investigation. 

Sir Wilfrid took credit to himself 
that in spite of the fact that meu 
bers of “his Cahinct ciffered on the 
tariff question he was able te recon 
eile their views so that when a pol- 
icy was agresd upon and promulgat- 
ed it was the duty of all to agree 
and stand by it. 

But what of Tarte? He did not fol- 
low this rule. He started on a cam- 
paign for an humediate revision of 
the tariff! and for higher duties in 
spite of Mr. Fislding’s statement of 
the Government's policy. An iso 
lated expression of opinton may have 
been overloaked, but not a  cam- 
paign. Sir Wilfrid concluded # was 
imperative for him to act. Then the 
Premier told of his interviewing Mr. 
‘Furte at the latter’s house October 
19, of the Ietters that followed: of 
the dixmissul of Mr. Tarte (for Sir 
Wilfrid persisted in calling = Mr.

CANADA'S MANUFACTURERS 


Prominent Men Plead ForRecog- 
” nition of Their Enterprises. 


Attitude of Hon. Mr. Fielding, Minister 
of Finance, Decidedly Cool to the In- 
fluential Deputation of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Ansoclation—Policy of 
the Administration Frightens Large 
Empioyers—Mr. Clergue's Serious Tale. 


Ottawa, March 20.—The manufac 
turers of Canada, if the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association repre- 
sents them, came, saw and got a 
black eye yesterday from the Liberal 
Government.” They usked for an im- 
mediate revision of tho tariff along 
the line of increased protection, in 
order to meet the competition, and 
the dovious business methods of the 
United States. Had they been in 
the Houso when Sir Wilfiid Laurier 
mado his explanation of the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Tarte, they would have 
known how little they had to hope 
for from the present Government. 
But they were like Mr. Tarte. They 
read into ‘‘the Fielding tarif’’ more 
meaning than the Cabinet would 
stand for, and, like Mr, Tarte, they 
have been practically dismissed by 
the Government. 


Representative Deputation, 


President Cyrus A. Birge of Ham- 
ilton, introduced the manufacturers 
to Sir Wilfrid Laurier. ~ 

Hon. W. S. Fielding, Hon. William 
Patcrson and Hon. Mr. Prefontaine, 
A. E. Kemp, M.P.; W. R. Brock, M. 
P. and SS. Barser, N.P., attended 
with the deputation. First Vice 
resident George FE. Drununond of 
Nontreul, N. K. MeNaught of Tor- 
onto, chairman af the Tarif Com- 
mittee, and Robert Munro of Mont- 
real, ex-pre-ident of the association, 


stood at President Birge’s right 
hand. . 

The vurious trades were also fully 
represented. 


Without much introductton, Presi- 
dent Pirge, brought his secretary for- 
ward, who read a very lengthy me- 
morial setting forth the wants of the 
manufacturers and the arguments in 
favor thereof, that was endorsed 
tinanimously by the association on 
the 12th March. 

President Dirge then reinforce.t the 
arguments presented In the meimor- 
fal. 

Those Lines Involved. 

Tie belioved that hard times were 
coming in the United States, and. 
when they came, Canada would be 
made the slaughtering grounds § for 


heir surplus products. It waa tn- 
cumbent on the Government to act 
before that evil struck Canadn. Ue 


declared tho manufacturers were a 
unit In their demands. Schedules 
had beep almost prepared, presenting 
their desi-es regarding oa detailed re 
vision of the tariff, and he would be 
pleased torgite the Government tho 
benefit of these suggestions in confi- 
dence, 

Mr. Fielding—Why in confidynce? 

Mr. Birge—Decause it would not te 
wise to present them unless the Gov-

Mr. Fielding Objected,

Canada’s Prosperity Menacecl, 

Mr. Birge theught thut seme peo 
ple were still waided to ald fireside 
ideas, and it was hard ta educute 
them. 

“Then you should educate them."* 
was Mr. bielding’s reply 

ir. Birge thought that the s-he 
dule, if made public. would not be 
open to fair criticism, therefore he 
preferred to inake suggestions in con- 
fidence 

George Drummond said the facts in 
the mmemorlal were bused on the ex- 
perience of business men. and that 
29 per cent. of the capitalists in 
Canada endorsed them Jn regard 
to the schedules he thought they 
might be discussed with the Finance 
Committee, and when a scheme wax 
agreed on, made public. Be con- 
tended the grievances of the manu- 
facturers were so serious, and urged 
that they should be attended to this 
session. Within a year dark days 
would fall on the United) States 
Canada would still be prosperous 
for ten years tu come. Let the full 
benefit of that prosperity be kept 
for Canada. 

Yankee Trusis Menace Canada. 

W. K. MeNaught) cantended that 
the tariff should be kept certain and 
snfe and out of politics. He suw in 
the trusts of the United States a 
menace to Canada should they reach 
out into thin country. He charac- 
terized the coming in of German 
geods under the preference as an 
outrage. He found in his: business 
that his) employes were demanding 
higher wages. They measured their 
demands by what the Cnited Stat-s 
artizuns got. but the Canadian mun- 
ufacturer Was not protected by as 
high 4 tariff as wos the U.S. He 
believed a national tariff. not slav- 
ishiy following that of the United 
States, but copying it in its main 
details was the tiff for Canada.

Makes Frahk Confeasion. 


Then came a change of Government 
and a rumored change in the tariff.

Soo and spent $6,000,000 in con- 
struction. He did this because he 
reasoned that if Canada was to havo 
freo trade he could the better dixtri- 
bute his products from the American 
sice, could earily get his raw ma- 
terial from Canadu, and sell his 
surplus products in Canada. That 
was his frank confession. But the 
tariff of 1897 shawed that there was 
to be very little change made. The 


radical change proposed had been 
found to be Impracticable. He had 
gone to the Government and = had

ernment to agriculture, but would 
give study te each individdal inter- 
est and foster all industries of Cana- 
da. Therefore he to<luy used his 
plant on the American side only 
for electrical industries. In thix may 
be shown how a tarifl in politics 
heal frightened him. 


. Canada’s Great Iron Mills 


Turning his attention to the steel 
and iron in rails he said that there 
was no duty on the rails he wmanu- 
factured when he canw to Canada. 
There was a duty on some styles of 
rajlx, but he had been assured that 
when those stylea were made the 
duty would be imposed. He had 
spent $10,000,000 on his rail mills. 
This mill necessitated ai daily ox- 
penditure of $25,000 to yirld a daily 
product of 500 tons of rails. When 
these mills resumed he would be able 


te produce all the rails Canada 
would need. At present, however, 
he had not sold a ton of Pails. 


Could he keep the mill going, it was 
well equipped as afy mill on carth, 
but he had to fight a wage scale 


that was three tines ax great as 
that in existence in Great Britain 
and Germany.» 
Where Germany Cuts Ia, 
The matter simmered down to 


this, that he had to get a- certain 
price for his rails or lose money. The 
combine in Britain and Germany 
made it possible to sell rails in Bri- 
tain at $4 to $6 a ton higher than 
was asked for the saine rails ¢x- 
ported, and the bonus on exports 
from Germany enabled German mills 
to lay down rails in Port Arthur 
for less than they cost in Germany. 
This wos what he hed to fight 
against. “We must be protected 
from being In the condition of a 
slaughter market, or We can’t run 
these works’ ile wanted a modest 
tarif on steel raits.

After driving the men aay 
from the mines, the mob cntered 
houses and forcibly took men from 
their teds and chBsed them cight 
miles with clubs and stones. They 
we-e brought back under police pre 
tection. The women were ols> 
threatened. Some of the men “ev 
setiously hurt One man, J. W. 
Morrison, is under arrcst.

DEAN FARRAR DEAD. 


Noted English Churchman and Writes 
os Passes Away. 


London, March 23.—The Very Rev. 
Frederick William Farrar, Dean of 
Canterbury, since 1893, diced yester- 
day. le Was in his seventy-second 
year. 

Very Rev. Frederick William Far- 
rar, D.D., F.R.S., became Dean of 
Canterbury in 1893. Ile Was a son 
of Rev. C. P, Farrar, Inte vicar of 
Sidcup, Kent, and was born Aug. 7, 
1831. In 1860 he married Lucy 
Cardew. Wo received his education 
at King William's College, Isle of 
Man: King’s College, London, and 
‘Te inity College, Cambridge. His 
kchool career was very brilliant. 

He was a writer of note. For boys 
he wrote, Fric, St. Winifred’s and 
Julian Home, all school stories. His 
other works were: Seekers * After 
God, The Witness of History ta 
Christ (Hulsean lecturcs); The Iis- 
tory of Interpretation (Eampton lec- 
tures); The Life of Christ, The Life 


of St. Paul, The Early Days of 
Christianity, Darkness and Dawn, 
Life of Christ in Art. Gathering 


Clouds, Eternal Hope. Sermons: In 
the Dayr of Thy Youth, The Lord's 
Prayer, The Voice of Simai, Tho 
Young Nan. Master of Himself, The 
Bible, Its Meaning and Supremacy, 
1897: The Herods, 1897; The Life of 
Lives, 1899, and others.

Who was Florence Nightingale? She 
wes not atJoan of Are or Maria 
Theresa, whe achlored victorica “by 
the sword. She won her universal 
fame by the way she bound togeth- 
er the bleeding lips of the wounds 
which the surgeon's knifo had open- 
ed. She carried in her hand not the

battle torn Union Jack, but the 
white bandage. She ignited no 
flame which burst forth from the 


¢cannon’s mouth. She simply lighted 
au Uttle candle, with which she went 
from ward to ward in the field hos- 
Titals, long after tho tired men were 
asleep, 

Whe tas Florence Nightingale? I 
will tell you. She was the heroic 
nurse who did not want the British 
people to rear for her a monument of 
cold marble, but instead she took 
the $250,000, which was o free will 
offering giten by her countrymen, 
and with it byilt and endowed, on- 
ty a shert distance from Westininster 
abbey, the fatneus traming school 
for nurses which now hears her 
name This school. established in 
18GQ, is the foster mother of all 
the modern training schools — for 
nurses. When a Woman so honoroad 
by church and state us Florence 
Nightingale thinks the development 
of the trained nurse a work so im- 
portant that she devotes to it her 
fartune and her conseernted  ener- 
gies, we need make no apology for 
taking ax our theme this morning 
the qualities which are aceded in the 
ideal nurse 

The trained nur-e, in the first 
place, must be intelligent. She is the 
right arm of the physicinn. By that 
we do not mean that the trained 
nurse is to be a mere automatic mp- 
chine and that when the physician

Stand still. Ob, no! She is to be 
far more We find that ‘to-lay the 
intelligent trained nurse is more 


than the mere physical right arm of 
the physician.

What 
the intelligent trained nurse is able 
te report in reference to the pro- 
gress of the patlent tou a great ex- 
tent decides the physician's dlag- 
nosis. He secs tho patient but 
once in twenty-four hours, while she 
ig by the invalid's bed practically 
ull the time.

United Mine Workers Gain Nearly 
Every Point Fought For. 


‘ Mine” 4 
Higher Wages, Shorier Hours shad Arbi- 
tration to Settle All Disputes—Presi- 
dent Mitchell Expresses’ Himself as 
Entirely Satisfled—One of the Com- 
missioners Tells of Several Hemark- 
able Phases of the Investigation. 


Washington, March 23.—The report 
of the Comunission appointed by the 
President last October to investigate, 
ot Tater ite coal strike was made 
pu turday. The report is dat- 
ed March 18, and is signed. .by all 
the members of the Commission, who 
are: Judge Gray of Delaware; Labor 
Commissioner Carroll D. Wright and 
Brigadier-General John H. Wilson, 
both of this city; Bishop John. L. 
Spaulding of Wlifois; Thomas II. 
Watkins . of Pennsylvania; E. MM. 
Clark of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and 
Edward SY. Parker of ‘this city. 

The report is to be illustrated, and 
it will be accompanied by the testi- 
mony’taken by the Commission, but 
thus far only the proper report has 
been printed. This alone covers 87 
pages of printed matter. 

Commission's Recommendations. 

_ In brief the Commission recom- 
mends a general” Increase of wagrs 
amounting in most instances to ten 
of time; tho 
settlement of all disputes by arhi- 
tration; fixes a minimum wage and a 
sliding ‘scale; provides against dis- 
crimination of persons by cither the 
mine owners or the miners on ac- 
count of membership or non-member- 
ship in a labor union, and provides 
that the awards made shali continuc 
in force until March 31, 1906. The 
Commission discussed to some extent 
the matter of recognition or non-re- 
cognition of the Miners’ Union, but 
declined to make any aWard on this 
matter, 


MITCHELL NOW SATISFIED. 
Head of United Mine Workers Commenta 
bs on Commission's Decision, 


Detroit, Blich.. March 23.—''The 
decision of the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission is on the whole 
a decided victory for the miners, and 
1 am pleasod with. it,”’ said Presi- 
dent John Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers of America, in an in- 
terview with an Associated Preay re 
presentative. ‘The anthracite min- 
ers of Pennsylvania have reason to 
be much pleased with the Commis- 
stoncr’s awards, and I am sure that 
they are,” he sald. 

“The most important feature of 
the awards,’’ he continued, “is, of 
course, the increnre of 11 per cent. 
given the minera. This will result 
in an annual increuse in the wages 
of the 140.000 anthracite miners of 
Penrsylvania of 86,000,000. The 
slidiag scale provided for by the 
Commission is very satisfactory, in- 
asmuch as a minimum of $1.50 per 
ton is fixed. With white urh 
cool at $5.50 per ton at tidewater, 
thw increare provided in the tliding 
srale, will be equivalent to 20) per 
cent. more on the miners’ wages." 

Unton Is Satisfied. 

President Mitchell was asked iH he 
was disuppointed because the Com- 
inission did net recognize the union 
formally, ard he replied that be wos 
not, because the decision of the Com 
mission and its award were in torerm- 
selves recugnition of the power und 
influence of the United Mine Work- 
ers. 
“After the increare of wages given 
the miners.” said Mr. Mitchell, “‘the 
most important of the awards, from 
the miners’ standpoint, are the ones 
fixing a ninehour day and providing 
for wo Board of Conciliation The 
award gives ao ninehour day, with 
ten hours’ pay, directly to 90.000 
men, and practically all of the other 
employes of the anthracite nines will 
get a ninehour day by reason of 
their comrades shorter hours. The 
provision for a Board of Conciliation 
will result in great good, and T am 
muuch pleased with it. it will comm- 
pel investigation of both sides of the 
controversies between the miners and 
operators and bring the cinplovers 
inte closer relationship with their 
men. This cannot help but bring 
most benclivial results,"" 

Against Child Labor. 

The Conunission’s recommendation 
on more stringent enforcement of 
Jaws against child labor in the min- 
ing region would, Mr. Mitchell said, 
result in great good. 

“I think that this will result,’ 
Said he, ‘‘in securing the passage of 
a law that is now pending in the 
Pennsylvanin Legislature, raising the 
age limit at which children may go 
to work to 14 years for boyn in the 
breakers, and is for entering the 
tninvs.** 

While he admitted that he thought 
the Commission's recommendation, 
that coal and iron police te with- 
drawn would be wu good thing, Mr 
Mitchell refused to discuss tho effect) 
this might have un conditions in the 
mining region. 

SatieNed With an Umpire. 

“How will the miners receive the 
decision of the Commission. that in 
case of o deadluck in the Hoard of 
Conciliation, an umpire shall be ap- 
pointed by the federal judge for the 
third judicial circuit of Pennsyl- 
vunia?”’ was asked.

A COMMISSIONER SPEAKS. 


Some Remarkable Phases of the Inreasti- 
gation by Strike Commission. 3 

Washington, March 23.—''The most 
remarkable feature of our entire in- 
vestigation has Leen the extraordi- 
nary unanimity with ‘which every 
member of the Commission mado his 
deductions from the facts present- 
ed,"’ said a member of the Anthra- 
cite Coal’ Strike Commission yester- 
day. “Not only has there never 
been the least thought-of a minority 
report, but, point by point, as we 
have arrived at our conclusions and 
made our deductions, we have dis- 
covered that each was impressed in 
the same way with the same facts, 
and, to a very large extent, con- 
celvéd the same remedics for tho 
same evils. 

“The task ect us by the President 
was a gigantic one,’” continued the 
commissioner, ‘‘and as the evidence 
piled up It seemed appalling, but 
the facility with which all the mem- 
bers of the Commission worked and 
the harmony which prevailed 
throughout added materially to the 
ease with which it was accomplished. 
Generally speaking, the members of 
the commission mot as strangers. I 
think I may say that, without ex- 
ception, they part as friends. The 
sincerity with which each has under- 
taken to perform his duty and ren- 
der a just and equitable decision has 
resulted in the greatest respect be- 
ing entertained ‘by cach and overy 
member of the Commission for every 
other member. 

“Quite apart from whatever good 
may have been done for the persons 
involved in the controversy we met 
to settle, the experfence has been al- 
most a liberal education far us, and 
one that, difficult as it has been, I 
am glad to have takem part in.”’

Colombo, Ceylon, March 25.— 
Charges of the most serious nature 
have been brought against Major- 
General Sir Heetor MacDonald, com- 
manding the British “forces in Cey- 
lon. In consequence, the Governor of 
that Island, Sir Joseph West ltidge- 
way, has been authorized to convene 
@ court-martial to try Cencral Mac- 
Donald. The latter, when the 
charges were filed some time ago. 
went to England to confer with his 
friends and superior officers, and 
now, it is understood, he will return 
and face the charges, which, it is al- 
leged, are bascd on iminoral acts. 

Major-General MacDonald, who 
an aidedecamp to King Edward, 
was born in 1853, enlistet in the 
Gordon Highlanders, and served nine 
yeais in the ranks. He was up 
pointed to command the British 
troops in Ceylon in 1892. The Gen- 
eral hos been repeatedly mentioned 
in official despatches for gallant con- 
duct in the field, and has about 
half o dozen orders and medals, and 
nearly a dozen clasps. 

Army Circle fensation, 


London, March 25.—The announce- 
ment from Colombo that Major 
General MacDonald is to be tried by 
court-martial eon most serious 
charges of immoral conduct un 
duubtedly will prove to be the creat- 
est sensation in British military 
circles since tho case of Col. Valen- 
tine Bake, who was sentenced Aug. 
2, 1875, to pay a fine of $2.500 and 
to undergo 12 months* imprisonment 
for indecently assaulting a lady in a 
railroad carriage. Genero! MacDon- 
ald was reguridled as one of Britain’s 
great soldiers. He rose from the 
ranks in the Gordon Highlanders to 
his present position, and the rervice 
list shows no more honorable war 
record than that of MacDonald. while 
few officers possess more hard won 
decorating. Ie was extremely popu- 
lar in the army, and in civil life. 

When Story Leaked Ont. 


While the army officials and many 
of his brother officers were aware 
that charges were pending against 
General Macltonald, no intimation of 
their naturté leaked out until the din- 
ner of the officers of a Highland regi- 
nent, March 21, at which MacDonald 
Was not present. Lord Roberts, the 
Counnander-in-Chief, paid tribute in 
Q specch on that occasion to the 
Tiighland officers who had cerved 
with distinction. but he did not men- 
tion MacDonald. This attracted 
considerable notice. and the sensa- 
tion Was increased when another 
speaker, who was not-aware of the 
facts in the case. Inuded MacDonald 
as a typical Highland soldier, and 
found that his remarks were received 
in cold silence by the majority, of 
the officers present. E 
General MacDonald, it fs annome 
ed, left England for the Contffent 
som days ago, and it is.umderstood 
he is returning to Ceylon, under the 
advice of Lord Roberts, after hearing 
MacDonald's version of the charges.

It will 
need a court order to get it. 
Atterney-General’s Bill 

Tho-Attorney-Gencral arose to in- 
troduco a bill to make effective the 
¢lause in the Instructions regarding 
the compelability of evidence, fol- 
lowing the suggostion he made on 
Tuesday afternoon. Mr. Gibson 
hoped thatthe passage of the bill 
would be facilitated through the var 
fous stages. He expressed the view 
that the same effect was practically 
gained by the clause in the instruc- 
tions, but, in order to avoid further 
discussion on the point, and to sat- 
isfy the public, so that there should 
be no room for a witness holding 
back evidence on the ground that he 
might incriminate himself, he deem- 
ed it wise to bring in the bill. 
Without the legislation proposed, he 
claimed, the commission would be in 
exactly the saine position, so far as 
compelling evidence was concerned, 
as under the rules offthe- House. 
Common law was clear on the point 
that no person is liable to incrimi- 
nate himself by testimony given by 
himself. 

Mr. Gibson inquired of the leader 
of the Opposition if there were any 


objections to the bill being put 
through its various stages.

A Physical Cyclone. 

Mr. Whitney inquired: Was any per- 
son sent by the Covepnment to in- 
vestigate or examine into the loss 
and damage causcd by the cyclone 
which devastated a portion of the 
eastern part of the Province some 
time during the past summer? If so, 
has.such person reported, and t 
did he report? -Is ‘it the intention 
of the Government to aid the suffer- 
era by said cyclone, and, if 80, to 
what extent, how and when? 

The Minister of Public Works re- 
plied that an officer was sent to in- 
vestigato, and his report was under 
the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. 


Mer. MeKay on Precedure. 


_ Mr. McKay (North.Grey) who had 
the floor when the House adjourned 
Tuesday afternoon, resumed the de- 
bate. Ile submitted that the ques- 
tion before the Houss was mercly 
ene of procedure, which was the 
better way of getting at the facts, 
and having the mattcr reported to 
the House? He discussed the ques- 
tion from four standpoints. First, 
the atandpoint of precedent; second, 
as to whether a committee of the 
House has more power to draw out 
the facts than a commission of 
judges; third, to trace the history 
ef the statute and amendments 
thereto, fourth, the scope of the in- 
quiry. He cited the English prac- 
tice, and the Parncl! case. In that 
case, Sir Edward Clarke laid down 
the principle that the court should 
lister to legal evidence only. But 
here, the genticmen opposite Were 
frank enovgh to say that they want- 
ed to drag in hbarsay evidence, what 
Some persons might have said. not in 
the presence of the accused persons. 
Joseph Chamberlain was quoted as 
saying that a commission of Judges 
would be more satisfactory than a 
committee of the House. 

After the Parnell Commission had 
dono its work Mr. Justin McCarthy 
expressed satisfaction with the find- 
ing, although he had strenuously ob- 
jected in the House of Commons to 
the appointment of a commission. 

Mr. McKay cited numerous author- 
ities to bear him out in his argu- 
ment. The Pacific scandal was gonco 
into at length, and analogies drawn 
to the position taken by the Govern- 
ment. The gentlemen opposite dii 
not believe in British constitutional 
law’ and precedetit. They had pre- 
judged the case against the accused. 
In the West Huron and Drockville 
eases the charges made would have 
driven nm meinber of the British 
House of Commons from public life.

Paris, March 26.—Malor-Gencral = 
Sir Mecctor MacDonald, commanding - 
the British forces in Ceylon, and 
one of the foremost officers in tho . 
British army, against whom charges, : 
based on immoral acts, were filed’ 
some time ago, committed sulcide 
yesterday at the Hotel Regina here. 
He shot -himself in the right temple 
shortly after noon and expired a few 
minutes later. * 

The general was alone in his small 
chamber, on the Merzaning fluor of 
the hotel et the time of tho tragedy. 
One of the fernale attendants heard 
the pistol shot, and opening tho 
door, saw tho general's figure out- 
stretched on the floor with the blood 
gushing from a bullet wound In tho 
head. She ran screaming to the 
balcony. The proprictor of the ho- 
tel was the first to reach the oxpir- 
ing man. Medical help was immedi- 
ately summoned, but was found to 
be uscless, death ensuing quickly. 

No money or papecs of any kind 
wore found in Sir Hector’s baggage. 
Two notes written in English were 
found lying on a table in his room, 
and these were taken possession of 
Ly the authorities, but it {s undere 
stood their contents have no bearing 
on the suicide. 

In the general’s coat, lying on tho 
bed, were found some photographs, 
The British Embassy and Consulate 
‘vere notified later, and Consul-Gen- 
eral English visited the hotel and 
took charge of the body, which was 
placed on the. bed. The door was 
then locked, the Consul-Gencral tak- 
ing the key. The French officials 
took possession of the revolver. 

Returning For Trial. 

Sir Hector MacDonald arrived in 
Paris last Friday evening from Lon-- 
don on his way back to Ceylon, 
where it was understood that an im- 
inediate court-martial woukl be held 
to clear up the charges made against 
him. 

Qa reaching the hote] at 11 o'clock 
at night he suid he only intended to 
stuy a day or two In Paris. Little 
was scen of him since* his-.,arrival. 
He was, however, in the Hotel lob- 
by, about moort yesterday, and it is 
believed that ag newspaper printed 
in English, containing a resumo -of 
the grave charges brought against 
him and embellished with the gener- 
al’s portrait in full uniform came un- 
der his attention. 

He left the lobby, 
room, and the pistol shot

Toronto, March 27. —‘The frst 
thing brought up in the House yes- 
terday when tho preliminarics were 
concluded was the bill introduced 
Wednesday by the Attorney-General. 
The Attorney-General asked if there 
were any objections on the part of 
the Opposition to have the bill dealt 
with then.

Late Gen. MacDonald Will De Buried In 
Scotland. 

Paris, March 27.—The body of 
Major-General Sir . Hector MacDon- 
ald, who committed suicide ut the 
Hotel Regma here Wednesday, was 
removed yesterday to the British 
Mortuary Chapel, where it will await 
shipment to its final resting place in 
Scotland. = 

The French law requires that the 
bodies of suicides be taken to the 
morgue, but owing to the urgent de 
sire of tho British officials, that the 
body of the distingusished officer be 
not deposited in the public morgue, 
the usual legal requirement was 
walved. 

It was said at the British Embassy 
that no orders have been recvived 
from London concerning the dixpo-

Both the officials of the British 
Embassy and th> ConsulateGeneral 
of Grest Britain disclaiin any know- 
ledge of the existence of letters which 
were reported tu have been found in 
the room.

departing on a pournay to Morocco, 

e Englishman and his famHy treated 
her well and restored her to health, she 
gratefully serving them meanwhile for 
wages. In course of tims the trader re- 
turned; found the girl in marketable 
condition, and prempuy claimed his pro- 
perty. Naturally the Englishinan refused 
to surrender her. But the dealer a 
pealed to Mahomet Ali, who allowed his 
claim and threatened to send a company 
of soldiers to enforce it. The English- 
man came in t to Sir Charles 
Murray, the Consul!-General, who, burn- 
ing to inteffere, yet dreading to make 
an international row, wrote off to Lord 
Palmerston for instructions.

He pointed out that the 
girl was not at the Consulate, which 
might be considered British soil, but at 
the house of a British subject lable .to 
the lawa of pt.

twenty-four to slothful sleep. Six or 
seven houra of dreamful, fretful dozing 
make up our full allowance. The twenty- 
four hours are hardly enough for work 
and sport, and we would make the day 
thirty-six hours long if we could. 

The modern mind is appalled, observes 
the San Francisco “Bulletin,” at thought 
of the immense waste of time which oc- | ‘ 
curred in those epochs—iiterally, the 
dark ages—before gas. the arc, and in- 
candescent lights, owl cars, and other 
inventions robbed the night of ita 
Binckness, and when men used to sleep 
soundly and long. A large part of the

cially in large cities, now works at 
night. At midnight the streets are 
-erowded, and at three o’clock in the 
morming there are many, benide the 
roysterers, to be met.

Teet Sugar Men Ask Ald From 
Dominion Gorernment. 


Ottawa, Murch 27.—A deputation 
of over one hundred gentlemen, re 
presenting ull the leading centres of 
Ontario, accompanicd by many menm- 
bers of Parliament, wuited uj:on the 
Minister of Finance yesterday morn- 
ing and urgei that encouragement be 
given to the beet sugar industry. 
They asked that countervailing dut- 
ies be imposed upon bounty sugar 
from Burope and c!sewhere, and that 
Protection be affonied to Canadian 
sugar cithefin the form of an in 
crease of duty or nu bonus. 

The Minister's Reply. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding, in reply, point- 
ed eut that it would be a mistake to 
suppose that the sugar industry had 
no encouragement under the present 
tariff. On raw sugurs imported from 


liawent he wouki have supported 
their. adoption. The conditions in 
Englacd were different from what 
they were here. There was no tariff 
advantage tothe refiner in England, 


and they were free to take the posi- 


tion. There must bo countervailing 
duties tu mect bounty fed sugar. In 
Canada we gave bounties and so 
we were not in a position to throw 
stones, or insist upon countervuil- 
ing dutics. Llowever, his colleague, 
Senator Templeman, would = report 
the reprosentations, of the deputation 
to Council and they would be given 
careful .considcration. 
Ottawa Notes, 

The Town of Whitby sent a deputa- 
tion to ask Hon. Mr. Sutherland to 
take over Whitby harbor as a Gov- 
emment work, which is owned by 
David Galbraith and others.

The Breakfast State of Mind.”

_Titable at. breakfast and disin¢lined to 
talk?

Varying effect upon different constitu- 


tions? For the breakfast state of mind 
varies with: different persons... There 
are several distinct classes into which 
the prevalent symptoms seem to fail. 
People do not behave In the same way 
at breakfast as at other meals,-and 
though at dinner thelr’ moods may be 
practicably  indistingulshable — the 
states of mind of diners, that fs, do not 
greatly vary—at breakfast they con- 
duct themselves as differently as pos- 
sible. | There are some people, for in- 
stance, who are in offensively high 
epirits early in the-morning; in a state 
of heaith, in short, which really ts 
rightly described as rude. You can 
hear. them coming downstairs, no mat- 
ter how far the stairs are away from 
the dining-room, after slamming thelr 
bed-room doors with a resounding bang. 
They open the dining-room door*as if 
they were pursued by a,policeman, and 
probably slap their male friends on the 
back in an extremely provocative man- 
ner, During breakfast itself, while 
consuming great quantities of all kinds 
of fo0d, they comment loudly on the 
small appetites of others, and Insist 
upon drawing the attention.of those 
who clearly wish to eat very little to 
the presence of everything which is 
edfble in the room. They appear to be 
perfectly unconscinus of the amount of 
suffering which their splendidly healthy 
habits inflict epon other persons of less 
robust constilutions, and are only abie 
to suggest, in answer to possible com- 
plaints of a headache, that the com- 
Flainant ehould resort to the particu- 
lar dishes of which they have them- 
selves eaten, and which they invartably 
geseribe as “quite excellent.” 

if the frame of mind of the rude and 
boisterous breakfaster is one cxtre.ne, 
the other extreme is the mental state 
of the man who goes through the meal 
in a condition of profound depression, 
He glances vaguely and uncompre- 
hendingly at a succession of dishes, 
eyentually taking the smallest possible 
amount of the dish that ts easiest to 
get on with. He does not speak unless 
someone speaks to him, when he elther 
fnawera shortly and sadly, or, more of- 
ten, with obviously forced merriment 
and Inconsequent laughter. Or—and 
perhaps this variant of the dreakfast 
state of mind Is a more striking antith- 
tals to the rudely boisterouz—his un- 
balanced mental attitude may be one 
of suppressed’ fury. Men’ have een 
known who every morning of thelr 
lives hold a kind of review of their ac- 
quaintances and friends, and In some 
cases of those whom they employ. They 
occupy ‘the breakfast hour in passing, 
sq to speak, down the front-and rear 
ranks, and In trenchantly summing up 
the habits and qualifications of every 
man reviewed, ending in each case 
with the verdict that “he Is an ass.” 
Probably he is nothing of the kind; 
later in the day, indeed, he may be- 
come endowed with all the virtues, but 
from elght o'clock In the morning until 
ten he possesses for the furlqus break- 
faster no characteristics except those 
of the idiot, or, in exceptional cases, 
of the professional robber. Of course, 
between the extremes of the rudely 
boisterous and the profoundly de- 
pressed or trenchantly furious break- 
fast states of mind there are others 
less definite, The curious case came 
under the observation of the present 
writer of a man who, although In ev- 
ery respect temperate and healthy, did 
not find himself able to breakfast until 
everyone else had finished. He was ac- 
customed to get up at the same time as 
everyone else, but knowing that others 
staying Jn the same house were break- 
fasting in the ordinary way down- 
stairs, he would pace up and down bis 
room waiting until a footman, special- 
ly instructed, brought In the news that 
breakfast was over. He would then 
enter the dining-room with an excel- 
lent appetite, which, however, failed 
him completely should any fellow- 
guest by chance return to the room. 
But nothing, in any case, exhausted his 
patlence; if it happened that a late 
riser remained at the breakfast-table 
half an hour longer than the rest, he 
accepted the situation with complete 
equanimity; nor, upon any coysidera- 
tlon, would he consent to breakfast in 
his own room, or anywhere except ata 
deserted table. 

There are other and more or less 
comprehensible States of mind; as, for 
instance, the dlelike which some per- 
sons have of watching other people eat 
porridge; the uncappiness which pos- 
sesses some dreakfasters, usually jour- 
nalists, unless they are allowed to walk 
up and down the room in asilence; the 
extreme difficulty which some men find 
in dreakfasting in a room In which 
there is a looking-glass; and the 
strange mental cortdition which, at 
whatever time they may happen. to 
come down to the dining-room, impels 
jome persons to but one desirg—name~ 
y. to get the thing over XB 600K as fos— 
sible. “Early or late, winter or sum- 
mer, work or holidays, two damns and 
a cup of coffee—that’s my breakfast,” 
was the succinct comment of one who 
{nvarlably began the day in a quite 
aannecessary hurry. :

“Ye have heard that it ‘was sald by 
them of old, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery. But I say unto you that 
whosoever looketh on a Wowan to 
lust after her hath committed adul- 
tery with her already in his heart.” 
We are to be condenined not only for 
what we say and do, but alco for 
lwhat we think. 

“Oh, no,”* says some hearer. ‘That 
is not square. A man should not be 
condemned for What he thinks, The 
thought action of the brain is abse- 
lutely involuntarily. We think in 
spite of ourselves. We sin only when 
we ca out the exil desires of our 
Bouls. We do not sin necessarily 
when we think evilly.""| Ah, my bro- 
ther, you are mistaken. A man can 
indirectly govern his thoughts, as hoe 
can directly govern his actions. We 
man allows his cye only to see puro 
pictures and to read good books, his 
ear to hear only what is good and 
true in reference to his fivllow men:

become pure, as well as his actions. 

The golden lips of goppet silence 
are often just as important “forrour 
spiritual development os the silver 
tongue of speech. Joseph Addiscn. 
fhe great English author and critic, 
once gave a descriptiun of his fewl- 
ings whon listening to o masterpicce 
rendered by a noted orchestra. Hie 
gafi that he was not so much im- 
pressed with the great tidal waves 
of sound which dashed themsclves

the terrestrials, as he was impressed 
with the deep silence which sudden- 
ly ensued when the orchestra leader 
lifted his baton in the midst of the 
Piece and commanded his rousicians 
to halt. ‘‘Methogght,”’ he . wrote, 
“this short interval of silence had 
‘more music. in it than any short 
space of-. time before or.after it.” 


-The most eloquent passages ‘of our 
‘spiritual development may often be 


found when we, press the golden lips 


‘ef gospel silence’ against: our néigh- 


bor’s faults, when we are: dumb ‘and 
way nothing, atsolutely nothing.. - 

: The golden lips of gospel silence 
should remain ,closed ‘because, as a 
rule, it is not necessary to emphasize, 
‘scandals: Scandals aré always loud 
woleed.: They publish themselves. As 
I speak .some ono sitting in a pew 
has been saying to himself: “Is it 
not right to ‘denounce ‘other people's 
faults? Shall we not warn our 
friends against these sins?- Shall we 
not point out men’s crrora as well as 
their virtues? Did not Paul write to 
young: Timothy enjoining him to re 
buke as well as to exhort, to re- 
prove as well-as preach the word?” 
Yes, that is true; but as a rule, when 
a man sins he does: not find a very 
great lack of reprovers and rebuk- 
ers, while there is generally a great 
scartity of exhorters and encourug- 
ere when he does right. 

Tho tate Dr. Jospeh. Parker, the 
great London preacher, once said: 
“The average newspaper prefers not 
to print that which §s only commen- 
datory. If I should qrise this morn- 
ing and preach the most eloquent 
evangelistic sermon ever, delivered 
from any English pulpit, no special 
notite would be-taken of the faine, 
but if I should preach in an alpaca 
coat and stand under an open un 
brella, which I might hold in my left 
hand, every newspaper in Australia, 
New Zealand, Amcrica or the lirit- 
ish Isles would have an account of 
the same to-morrow morning.”” Fur- 
thermore, in every community there 
are scores of wen ami Women who 
consider themselves self appointed 
inessengers of evil. They are even 
willing to leave the home on wash 
Monday or on Saturday afternoon, 
when they ought to be preparing for 
the sacred Sabbath, If they can only 
peddle some story of Satanic gossip 
nbout the neighborhood. And so, my 
brother, you need not be afraid that 
«nough condemnatory emphasis “will 
not be placed upon your neighbor's 
faults. The simple fact is, if some of 
us do not tel! and systematically 
talk about our nelghbors’ virtues, 
the sinful world may come to the 
conclusion that they have no vir- 
tuc@; that they ore startling exam 
pies of total depravity through and 
through, 

A clean heart instinctively finds 
some good in every man’s nature. A 
honey-bee always scents the flower. 
it is the firefly of the night who 
loves to light his little lantern and 
to hunt for the creeping vermin in 
the quagtwire and in the diseaso 
hreeding recessis of tho minsinatic 
twump. An old nnd yet o very sug- 
gestive story govs thus: Onc day a 
Wagon was driven up a country road 
in front of a Pennsylvania farm- 
house. The driver had all his child- 
ren and goods and chaticls in his 

hicle. Ife wus moving and want- 

‘to find a new home. He called 
out to a Quaker farmer sitting upon 
the porch: “Stranger. what kind of 
Teuple live in the next town—1 mean 
in that town which is just over the 
hill? 1 want to settle there.*' ‘Well, 
friend,” answ. the Quaker farmer, 
‘what kind of people did thee Icave 
in the place from whence thee 
came?" ‘Oh,’ replied the farmer, 
“they were the meanest people on 
earth. Every one of them would 
stab you in the back if he could. 
‘They Would cheat you and cut your 
throat. I never could get to like 
them. That is the reason 1 am 
leaving and trving to find a new 
home." *‘Friend.*' answered the 
old Quaker farmer, “‘thee will find 
the same kind of people living in the 
next town.” 
fgrant drove up to the same farm- 
house. Ife naked the same question. 
“Friend,” asked tho Quaker farmer, 
‘what kind of people did thee leave 
from whence thee came?" “Gh,”’ an- 
swered this new arrival, “they wero 
the kindest, the dearest people on 
earth. I would never have left them. 
hut iny dear wife dicd. Then the oli! 
homestead becanie intolerable. Every 
room reminded me of her. Every 
friend would open the bleeding wound 
of my heart. I could not believe 
that any people could ever be so 
kind as my old neighbors were dur- 
ing my late trouble."” ‘‘Fricnd,”’ an- 
swered the Quaker farmer, ‘thee will 


find the sa:ne kind of neighbors in 
the next ton as in the place from 
whence thee came.” ;. 

Like the old Qunker farmer, I 
would declare that each hearer can 
find good in all men or bad in alt 
men just in proportion as his own 


heart is good or bad. And if 
have any good in our own makeup 
it is very important that we have 
the “silver tongue of speech’’ in or- 
der to talk about other people's vir- 
tues. Let others, If they will, adver- 


ve 


tise the errors; we will only speak 
about the good. 

The golden lips of gospel silence 
never foolishly whisper sinful tales 


into the cars of wrongidewrs by 
which they shal] try ta justify their 
own sins. A good example is infect- 
fous. 

What is true in reference to the in- 
fection of a good example ix also 
true of the infection of a bad ex- 
ample. Some of the toll keepers in 
New Zealand have trained sheep, 
which, for a small consideration, 
they let out to the sheep drovers to 
lead their flocks of sheep across tho 
bridges which span the, rivers or the 
ravines. When the sheép which are 
heing-driven to market come up to 
these bridges, they are frightencd 
and will not go over. Then these 
trained sheep Come to the head of 
the flock and lead the way. When 
the untrained sheep see that = some 
of their number can Cross the bridge, 
with o steady rush they follow after 
their leaders. There are scores and

We find that when a great man jocs 
wrong his evil conduct is taken as 
an example, or rather as an excuse, 
for: hundreds’and thousands of simi- 
lar sins.’ .. < F 

Never give.ahy man a chance by 
the recital of some wrong or sin to 
torn his face for one instant from 
purity and right.. When Leonardo da 
Vinci finished his great. painting, the 
“‘Last Supper.’” ho made a cup 
which was a masterpiece. In form 
and character and in the luster of 
the precious metal this central cup 
was clearly and beautifully wrought 
out. The common praise which was 
first heard from every lip was this: 
“How marvelous is the art displayed 
in-the wine cup." This culogium so 
incensed the great Italian artist that 
he took a greatbrush and blotted 
out the. splendid cup as he said: ‘I 
meant the face of Jesus Christ to 
be the only and the central and the 
most important part of that picture. 
Whatever draws away the eyes of the 
beholder from that must be blotted 
out.” And so whatever draws away 
the thoughts and the desires of our 
hearers and companions from truth 
and purity and love must be blotted 
out. And mark you this, my  bro- 
ther, in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred no man is as good a man 
after hearing the rehearsal of a scan- 
dal or a sin as ho was before. There 
may be exceptions. There may bo 
times when people, by illustration, 
ought to have the red light of warn- 
ihg flashed before their eyes. But in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred a 
man’s spiritual life is developed et- 
ter by hearing of the virtues and 
self sacrifice ond Christian purities 
of his fellow men than by wulluwing 
in the mud of scandal and of sin. 

The golden lips of gospel silence 
never demean their owner in the eyes 
of his fellow men. When people sit 
around and heer him talk, if he docs 
talk, they say to themselves: “Well, 
ldo not know whether he ix a 
good or a bad man. One thing T 
do know—he always speaks well os 
everybody. That is certain'y a good 
characteristic. 1 feel that 1 can trust 
him on that account. I always like 
him around. | know when [ am ab- 
sent ho will spenk well of me, as he 
does of others.“ On the other hund. 
when a man has not the golden lips 
of gospel silence people say of him: 
“1 do not like that man. Ile may 
he guod, kind and truce, but he cer 
tainly has a poor way of showing 
it. You cannot be in his company 
five minutes before he is harshly crit- 
icisipg some one. He criticises his 
vtife, his mother, his employer, his 
absent friend as well os his absent 
enemy. 1 always fcol when TF am with 
him that he is watching me, so that 
he can harshly criticise me when my 
back fs turned. I do not like such o 
man around.”’ 

This harsh criticism which we nay 
utter against our neighbors always 
hus a bad reactionary effect upon 
those who make it. Therefore if wo 
want to have a great influence for 
good It is very essential for us, for 
the most part. to talk only about 
the virtues amd the good qualities 
of those with whom we come in con- 
tact.

The golden lips of gospel silence 


never intentionally speak a harsh 
word against a sinful neighbor. why? 
Their owner knows that In the sight 
of God he is a sinner and that a8 4 
lost sheep he has erred and strayed 
far from the divine pasturage. The 
better a Christian is the more he re- 
alizes the enormity of his own sins, 
the more inclined he is to be less 
harsh upon the sins of others. When 
Paul first had his blind cyes opencd 
by the good Ananius. he was able, to 
some extent. to sce his own faults. 
He wrote, ‘I am tho least of the 
apostles.’ Then Paul went on in his 
spiritual growth. Tie saw his past 
blacker and blacker in the eyes of 
God. Then he wrote, “Unto me. ¥ho 
am less than the Teast of ajl the 
saints.’ Paul went on growing 
higher and higher in spiritual life 
until at last. just before his martyr 


«dom. he could cry out in rapture, 
“This is a faithful saying. ond 
worthy of all acceptation—that 


Christ Jesus camo into the world .to 
rave sinners, of whom I am chief.” 
Gh, ::y brother, by prayer and con- 
svration and by grace cannot and 
vill you not come so near to God 
that you will cease to condemn your 
fellow men? Cease because, like 
Pan), you can [vel that you are the 
chief of sinners? 

Would that every one of us could 
have the beautiful eulogy passed up- 
on us which President John Adams 
once passed upon his great prede- 
ecssor. When the sage of Massuchu- 
setts stood for the first time before 
Stuart's famous picture of Washing- 
ton, he said, "There was a man who 
when occasion require’ knew enough 
and had self control enough to keep 
his mouth shut and say nothing.”’ 
When we hear people harshly criti- 
cised. may we, in tho name of 
Christ. say nothing or only, if ne 
cessary, speak up in their behal! as 
Christ would have us speak, May We 
learn this desson not by standing 
before the picture of an earthly hero. 
but by the tomb of a martyred Lord.

RUSE IGE LEGAL POM 


Can Government Suspend Part 
of Sir Oliver's Functions? 


Warm Debate in the House of Commons 
Over the Anomaly of a Lieutcnant- 
Gevernor With Anthority Curtalled— 
Series of Questions About the Grand 
Trunk Facific Rallway Asked anil 
Answered. 


Ottawa, March 31.—The state of 
Sir Oliver Mowat's health, was up 
for discussion yesterday in tte Houre. 

The member for East York brought 
the matter to the attention of the 
House before the orders of the day 
Were Called. “He read from The Ca- 
nada Gazette of Saturday last “the 
protlamation of the appointment of 
Chief Justice Moss as administrator 
of the Province of Ontario with 
power to assent to bills and to pro- 
rogue tho Legislature. To whom, he 
asked, had tho other duties attached 
to the office of Lieutenant-Governor 
been assigned? Ile wus of the belief 
that Sir Oliver was a very ill man. 
A serious political crisis existed in 
Ontario, he said. Grave charges had 
been made against a Minister. Those 
charges were being reviewed by the 
Legislature. Yet the Government 
had appointed a certain person to 
discharge some of the duties devolv- 
ing on the representative of tho 
Crown. But who was to pass as to 
the fitness of the Minister of the 
Crown? Who was to discharge that 
functions of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor? It had not been assigned to 
Chief Justico Moss. What was the 
Premier going to do about it? 


Sle Oltver SUll Governor. 


Sir Wilfrid replicd that he would 
have preferred’ to have discusséd the 
Inatter tox<lay, when he might have 
got the permission of Sir Oliver 
Mowat to inake public a letter he 
had received from him within the 
past ten days. ‘The letter contained 
some personal matice. but in gencral 
it was q request from Sie Oliver, 
asking that an administrator be ap- 
pointed to sanction certain bills and 
to prorogue the Legisluture. 

Who was doing the other duties? 
Sir Oliver was still Lieutenunt-Gov- 
ernor of the Province. He was stil 


doing all but those duties he had 
asked to have assigned. Why had 
he asked it? Because Sir Oliver 


was incapacitated by an acckient he 
had had a few days ago, otherwise 
he was in good health. 

Sir Wilfrid said—"'l have the word 
of a gentleman whom the member for 
East York says respects Sir Oliver 
Mowat, that he is quite able to dis- 
charge all the duties except those re- 
quiring physical exertion, as that of 
moving from one place to another. 
That should be sufficient, as we all 
respect Sir Oliver,”’ 

Continuing. the Premier said he 
had been guiled by precedent, as 
well as by respect. in keeping Sir 
Oliver in office. He recalled that Sir 
George A. Kirkpatrick's time as 
Licutenant-Governor had expired 
May 30, 1897, but he had been = re- 
tained till his death. six or seven 
months later. He had been fn very 
poor health, had been operated on, 
and all knew he had to die Why 
could not the some rule apply to 
Sir Oliver Mowat? 

Hon, Johy Haggart broke in and 
suid that he was sure the Opposition 
wos pleand to know that the rea- 
sons fer appointing an adiministra- 
tor was only the physical condition 
and not the mental collupse of Sir 
Oliver Mowat. 


Could Not Fill Ofice. 


Mr. Monk said Sir Oliver cowld 
not fill same of the functions assign- 


el to him. He submitted that if the 
Government had appeinted an ad- 
ministrater under Sec 27 of | the 
British North America Act, the 
onty thing it could do Was to op 


point an administratur who would 
discharge all the duties of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor The Government 
having complied with Che constitu. 
tion, Sir Oliver could nat do any of 
the duties assigned to him previous 
to his inability. The avernment 
could net appoint anyone to assent 
to bills and to proregue the Loegis- 
lature alone. There would have to 
be ao complete vesting of the duties 
of the offico of Licutenant<iovernor 
in somebotly other than Sir Oliver. 
But by the action of the Government 
the office of Licutenant-Governor had 
bevn divided. That was ultra vires 
of the Government of Canada. 
Foiat Well Taken. 


Sir Wilfrid admitted that the point 

was well taken, but his Government 
bad been guided by the action of the 
Government under Sir John Abbott 
in the case of Sir Alexander Comp 
bell. \ 
‘Mr. Monk quoted W. H. P. Clem- 
ent to show that the Premier was 
mistaken, for the fact was that the 
Provincial Government had uappoint- 
ed a deputy Licutcnant-Governor, 
and that action had been criticized 
hy all writers on the constitution. 

‘fhe Minister of Justice suid that 
when the deputy was appointed 
doubt had been express.d, aid, the 
Federal Governmest being appealed 
to, had appointed administrators. 
lannox, Syroule and 
Clarke (the latter saying that Sir 
G@. A. Kirkpatrick did not die in of- 
fice) having spoken, the matter drop- 
ped. 

Grand Truuk Pacific. 

Mr. Monk ashell—Is it true, as 
currently reported, that the Grand 
Trenk Railway Cotnpany has con- 
cluded on agreeinent with the Gov- 
ernment, since the mecting of Parlin- 
ment, to build a transcontinental 
lin@. from North Bay to Port Simp- 
son for a subsidy of $20,000,000.
